CEMETERY FUND 


Addison R. Pike, Esq., 
Chairman Appropriations Committee, 
Winchester, Mass. 

The sub-committee, to whom was referred the matter of the 
methods of caring for the Cemetery Fund and Cemetery Per- 
manent Fund, have to make the following report and recom- 
mendation: 


1. CEMETERY FUND 


This fund, December 31, 1910, amounted to $4,822, and 
consists of some years’ accumulations of one-half of the pro- 
ceeds of sales of lots paid into the Town Treasury. 

By Act 1889, C. 146, Winchester was authorized to choose a 
Cemetery Commission, and by amendment to that Act, 1897, C. 
198, it was provided that the proceeds of sales of lots should be 
paid into the Town Treasury and held by the Treasurer to be 
invested or paid out on the orders of the Selectmen and com- 
mission. Investment of the fund was not required nor was it 
obligatory on the Treasurer to keep the funds separate from the 
other funds of the Town. 

By vote of the Town, March 15, 1897, one-half the proceeds 
of sales of lots was appropriated for Cemetery construction un- 
til further action; the other half was ‘“‘to be invested and rein- 
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vested from time to time . . . or deposited in the Town 
Treasury and subject to interest the same as the permanent 
funds for care of lots are now deposited. The investment or 
reinvestment of said fund to be made by the concurrent action 
of the Cemetery Commission and the Board of Selectmen for 
the time being. The income of said fund is hereby appropriated 
for the maintenance and improvement of the Cemetery until 
otherwise ordered by the Town.”’ 

Under the vote the fund has been carried in the Town Treas- 
ury, and five per cent interest on the amount thereof has an- 
nually been paid to the Cemetery Commission. The Town 
annually raises money by taxation for this interest which is 
part of the general appropriation for interest. 

It would seem to your Committee that the Town might possi- 
bly make a few dollars if the fund were invested. If deposited 
in savings banks, for instance, it would earn 34 or 4 per cent 
and reduce the required appropriation for the Cemetery Com- 
mission by that amount. The Town, to be sure, would lose 
the use of the money, but if needed the amount might be bor- 
rowed in anticipation of taxes at about the same rate for the 
six or eight months required, saving four to six months’ interest. 

As the matter, however, rests in the control of the Selectmen 
and Cemetery Commission, your Committee has no recommen- 
dation to make. 


II. CEMETERY PERMANENT FUND 


This fund on December 31, 1910, amounted to $31,700, and 
is the accumulation of the deposits for perpetual care of lots. 

This fund is governed by general law and not by a special act. 

Originally found in Acts 1870, C. 225, the law is now contained 
in R. L., C. 78, Sec. 18. 

The Revised Laws provide that a Town ‘may receive, hold 
and apply any funds, money or securities deposited with the 
Treasurer thereof for the preservation, care,’ etc., of lots, 
“‘which funds, money or securities shall be entered on the books 
of the Treasurer and held in accordance with the provisions of 
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the . . . by-laws relative thereto.’’ The Town may al- 
low interest on such funds at a rate not exceeding six per cent. 

March 27, 1876, the Town voted that the Cemetery Committee 
be authorized to receive not less than $100 for the perpetual 
care of lots, and that when payment is made to the Treasurer 
he shall give the obligation of the Town ‘‘to expend the interest 
of the amount so paid”’ for the perpetual care of lots,—the ob- 
ligation to be in such form as the Comotan Committee shall 
determine, 

Undoubtedly the Town may invest this en under this ing? 
as it is authorized to ‘‘hold”’ it, but like the Cemetery fund, it is_ 
not invested but kept in the Treasury and five per cent of the 
amount is annually appropriated as interest and paid to the 
Cemetery Commission. 

Why the Town pays five per cent rather than some other 
rate your Committee has not discovered, as the Town Clerk’s 
office has been unable to find the vote which must exist author- 
izing five per cent. 

The obligation which the Town Treasurer gives recites the 
Act of 1870 and the receipt of a sum of money, ‘“‘ which sum is 
to be invested or put at interest and the interest or income 
arising therefrom expended for the purposes named in said 
Act.”’ 

As the fund is not invested or put at interest it seems to your 
Committee that it would be well for the matter to be brought 
to the attention of the Town so that the Town may determine 
which of three courses it will pursue. 

1. Have the fund and future accumulations invested. 

2. Have the fund and accumulations handled as they now 
are. 

3. Have the fund invested and future accumulations 
handled as at present, with a new form of obligation given by 
the Treasurer. 


Ill. Svarus or THE FuNDS 


At previous meetings of the Committee it seemed D appear 
that the Town did not hold these funds intact. ‘An investiga- 
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tion was therefore made and it appears that while the Town 
does not always have the amount of the funds on hand in ac- 
tual cash, yet it always has more than enough assets to liqui- 
date the same. 

In December, 1909, the two funds, amounting in all to $33,- 
949.50, together with the Winchester fund of $965.02, and the 
unspent balances of the various appropriations, less overdrafts, 
amounting to $67,795.50, appeared in the trial balance as Lia- 
bilities of the Town against a cash balance of $28,308.66, and 
uncollected taxes amounting to $74,401.16; or, as a citizen has 
rather aptly put it, the Cemetery funds are invested in uncol- 
lected taxes. 

In December, 1910, the Cemetery funds amounted to $36,- 
522. The Treasurer’s balance was $24,226.51, and the uncol- 
lected taxes, $86,981.32. 

The Auditor informs us, however, that at certain times during 
the year there is more than enough cash on hand to liquidate 
these funds.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen herewith submit their report: 


HIGHWAYS 


It must be apparent to our citizens that the old type of mac- 
adam road is no longer able to stand up under the constantly 
increasing traffic, particularly pleasure travel by automobile, 
and transportation of freight by auto trucks, and if the streets 
are to be kept in their former good condition to meet existing 
demands, liberal appropriations will be necessary. Washing- 
ton Street from Mt. Vernon Street to the Woburn line and Forest 
Street from Washington Street to the Stoneham line, and por- 
tions of Highland Avenue have been surfaced with what is 
known as 90 per cent asphaltum, or ‘‘ Binder A,”’ this serving not 
only to preserve the surface of the roadway but also as a method 
of dust suppression. From present appearances the method 
adopted seems to be very satisfactory. This treatment has re- 
ceived the highest commendation from State and other Town 
officials whose expert opinion is to be highly regarded. 

Church Street from the railroad at the center to Bacon Street 
and North Main Street from the ‘‘Ice Bridge”’ to the Woburn 
line have been rebuilt with macadam. 

The westerly side of the Town known as the “ Hill”’ district 
has received attention during this year and the work done there 
was very much needed,—one-half mile of macadam road has 
been built, commencing at the Woburn line. The stone crusher 
belonging to the Town was set up, the stone used being 
contributed by owners of land abutting on the roadway. 


SIDEWALKS 


A granolithic sidewalk has been laid nearly the entire length 
of Everett Avenue to a point opposite Sheffield West and at 
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the junction of Bacon Street and the Parkway, the expense of 
the latter being paid by the Metropolitan Park Commission. 
A tar concrete sidewalk was laid on the westerly side of Main 
Street from Vine Street to Salem Street. This sidewalk serves 
a much traveled thoroughfare and should be extended as far as: 
Canal Street during the coming year. Extensive repairs were 
made on concrete sidewalks, as will: appear from the Superin- 
tendent’s report. 


STREET SIGNS 


Some work has been done in connection with this branch of . 
the highway department during the past year. There is, how- 
ever, a great amount yet to be attended to before the streets 
of the ‘Town will have been properly designated. 


DRAINAGE 


An important piece of work has been done at the corner of 
Church and Cambridge Streets by the reconstruction of a drain 
through the land of Mr. Whitehorne. The Town acquired an 
easement from Mr. Whitehorne without compensation, which 
is duly recorded with Middlesex Registry of Deeds and also 
secured the co-operation of the Massachusetts Highway Com- 
mission, that Board paying one-half of the cost of construction. 
There have been some changes made in connection with the re- 
building of streets and necessary repair work done, due to the 
heavy rains during the summer months. . A system of drainage 
has also been built on both Mt. Vernon and Rumford Streets at. 
considerable expense. 


Town Hatu 


Owing to improvements made during the year, particularly 
as regards lighting, the interior of the building presents a much 
more attractive appearance. While the heating plant has been 
improved by repairs made, it is not at all adequate for its re- 
quirements and should receive attention in the near future. 
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BOUNDARIES 


As required by law we examined in conjunction with the 
Selectmen of Stoneham the boundary line between the towns 
and find it apparently correct. 


Town Dump 


While the present arrangement with Mr. Niles as to the filling 
in on his land seems to be perfectly satisfactory, it may, how- 
ever, be desirable in the future to fill in part of the land recently 
acquired by the Town of Mr. Whitney. 


POLICE 


In accordance with the Act accepted at the Annual Town 
Meeting future appointments to this department will have to: » 
be made from the Civil Service list. The needs of the depart- 
ment require that at least two additional men be added during: » 
the coming year. 


LAND ACQUIRED BY THE TOWN 


The principal taking being the purchase of the Whitney 
property under the authority of the Park Board and in addi- 
tion there has also been acquired a small strip on each side of 
Church Street at the corner of Cambridge Street. The 
latter takings were made in order to widen the roadway at that. 
point. Payment has already been made to Mr. Whitehorne 
in the sum of $250 for the taking on the southerly side and ne~ 
gotiations are under way with the owners of the land on the op- 
posite corner for a settlement not in excess of the sum above 
mentioned. 


WIDENING OF CAMBRIDGE STREET 


There is pending before the County Commissioners a joint. 
petition of the towns of Arlington and Winchester for a widen- 
ing of Cambridge Street in Winchester and Mystic Street in 
Arlington at a point fronting the Country Club. Hearings have 
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been held from time to time at all of which your board were 
‘present, as also some of our citizens as parties at interest. _We 
‘believe that the widening can be better accomplished by a 
taking in the Langley estate rather than on the Country Club 
side as advocated by the Town of Arlington, and in this view 
we are supported by our engineer and others who have given 
the matter serious consideration. The final decision as to how 
it may be carried out rests entirely with the County and Massa- 
chusetts Highway Commissions. 


Dust SUPPRESSION AND MAINTENANCE OF STREET SURFACE 


These two subjects are closely identified in connection with 
the care of our highways, particularly as regards macadam 
streets. 

The use of water on the latter is no longer practical, for not 
only must the dust be laid but the roadway must be kept up to 
meet the heavy increased traffic. The treatment of Washing- 
ton and Forest Streets and Highland Avenue, already referred 
under the heading of Highways, is in our opinion the most prac- 
tical way of accomplishing the desired result.

The oiling on Mt. Vernon, Prospect and 
other similar streets where the travel is much lighter cost 1 1-5 
cents per square yard foreach application. This is known as 30 
‘per cent oi] and seems very satisfactory in the streets so treated.

LEGISLATION APPLYING TO OuR Town EnactEp DuRING 
THE YEAR 

Legislation was asked for during the year by the Selectmen 

to confirm certain proceedings relative to laying out of our 
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Park System (Chapter 608, Acts of 1911) and by the Board of 
Health for the improvement of the waters of the Aberjona 
River (Chapter 291, Acts of 1911). Legislation was also had 
allowing the Town to pay more than ten per cent of the aboli- 
tion of the railroad crossing (Chapter 496, Acts of 1911). 


Fire DEPARTMENT 


The needs of this department have already been forcibly 
brought to the attention of our citizens in Town Meetings and 
by other means. 

While the need of a new central house is imperative, yet its 
erection should be carried out only in connection with the gen- 
eral demands of the entire Town, for it seems evident that in 
the near future the Town might consider the purchase of two 
auto chemical wagons, one of which might be placed in the 
Swanton Street house and the other in the vicinity of Cam- 
bridge and Church Streets where a suitable house should be 
erected and of such construction as would harmonize with the 
development of that vicinity.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 


That Main Street from Prospect to the Medford line, Church 
Street from Bacon to Cambridge and Bacon Street be re-built. 

Pond 
Street in the westerly side of the Town and one of the principal 
highways to Woburn should be built during the coming year. 
The development of that section of the Town demands this 
improvement. 

Granolithic sidewalks should be laid on Bacon Street from 
Symmes Corner to the railroad bridge and on Church Street, 
southerly side, from Bacon Street to Cambridge Street. 

Work on the westerly side of Town “ Hill District,” already 
referred to, should. be continued during the coming year, as the 
growth of the Town in the future seems to be in that direction 
and the roadways should be made passable for ordinary travel 
at least.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


WINCHESTER, Dec. 31, 1911 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


GENTLEMEN :— 


I hereby submit a general summary of the work of the High- 
way Department for the past year. In many cases I refer you 
to the Auditor’s report for itemized accounts, and to the report 
of Town Engineer for distances, size of pipes used in drain- 
age, etc., and I will hereinafter give approximate cost of the 
same. 


STABLE AND Dump AccouNTSs 


The stable is in good repair, and I have your order to paint 
the house on the outside, which will be done during the winter. 
We have greatly improved the yard by changing the river bed 
to a straight line through the yard, and built foundations for 
eight sheds, and built one sand shed and one open shed. And I 
recommend that the other six sheds be built as we need all of 
them to store teams and machinery. We have also filled a 
large part of the low land with street cleanings which has been 
graded at the expense of the Highway Department. Since the 
new eight hour act became a law June 27, 1911, we have had 
two hostlers in the stable and must add another, as these two 
men are working thirteen hours daily. I give below an itemized 
account of expenditures.

CARE OF SNOW AND ICE 


Late last winter we took a machine scraper on trial for scrap- 
ing walks in the center of the town, but it arrived too late for 
use and could not be tried out until this winter. It is very 
satisfactory and I recommend its purchase at $140. The ex- 
penditures are divided as follows:

Dust SUPPRESSION 


Some of the surface treatments for dust suppression must be 
considered as maintenance. For another year I have given 
this matter the most careful study. I have attended all of the 
demonstrations near home and got all the information possible 
from those who have used the various treatments for the last 
five years. The light oils are best on certain streets and very 
much the cheapest. The heavy oils are the best on certain 
streets because of the conditions on those streets. And in 
some cases the heavy oils are not strong enough, owing to con- 
stant heavy travel under iron tires. Where there is great 
travel with rubber tires the 60% and 90% oils are excellent, 
and the auto travel helps the road as it irons the road out and 
keeps it in perfect condition at all times. The 60% oil used 
on both ends of Highland Avenue has already done two years’ 
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service and a coat of light oil this year will take it through 
another season. Main Street at the Medford line will require 
something stronger, something equal to Bermudes or Tarvia, 
and I so recommend. 

Forest Street, Highland Avenue, and Washington Street have 
been coated with heavy oil, and also a portion of Cross Street 
near the Boston and Maine Bridge. This is all doing well ex- 
cepting the westerly side of Washington Street from Cross 
Street to Mt. Vernon Street. This portion takes all the heavy 
coal teaming and freight teaming coming west and therefore 
my decision as to the strength of the same. About all of the 
body of the town has been treated with light oil at an expense 
of 1.2 cents per yard and.some of these streets have had only 
one application since last May, and the streets have been dust- 
less all the season. For instance, Mt. Vernon and Myrtle 
Streets will go with one treatment, but Main and Church Streets 
would require at least three treatments. I prefer the light oil 
to terricoleo, as it is better and cheaper. Below is an itemized 
account of the watering and other treatments for the season. 
The heavy oil will in my judgment last at least three years 
and has cost nine and one-half cents per yard.

For THE YEAR 1911 


The Board organized March 17, by electing M. W. Jones chair- 
man and Clarence J. Allen, M. D., secretary, Danforth W. 
Comins being the third member. 


The salary of the Secretary was fixed at $50 per month. 
Maurice Dinneen was appointed Milk Inspector and Plumbing 
Inspector with a salary of $500 per annum for each office. 


Undertakers’ licenses were granted to Kelley & Hawes, R. 
C. Hawes and John T. Cosgrove. 


James J. Fitzgerald and Michael Nelson were granted licenses 
to clean cesspools and privy vaults. Thirty-seven licenses to 
move ashes, etc., and five licenses to do manicuring, etc., were 
granted during the year. 


Regular meetings were held the last Friday of each month 
and there were fifteen special meetings. 


June 13 a public hearing was given to certain residents of 
“‘Cutter Village,’’ so-called, who had made vigorous complaints 
of offensive odors arising from the settling tanks on the grounds 
of the Beggs & Cobb plant. The evidence offered . proved 
conclusively that the complaints were well founded and that 
something should be done. The matter was taken up with 
the firm, and efforts were at once begun to abate the nuisance. 
It proved to be a very complex problem, requiring the expendi- 
ture of much time and money but positive assurances are 
given that the whole matter will be satisfactorily arranged be- 
fore warm weather. 


Details of the year’s work are given below.

GENERAL HEALTH 


The general health of the Town during the year was above 
the average. The death rate, always among the lowest in the 
State, was about ten. It should be understood however that 
the death rate in a town having no hospital of its own, but near 
to others outside its limits, may be misleading. 


With the exception of whooping cough there were no epi- 
demics of preventable disease. There were two cases of ty- 
phoid fever, both of which were imported. 


Of the two cases of infantile paralysis, one was sent to a 
hospital and one was rigidly quarantined at home. The large 
number of cases of tuberculosis is a reproach to our community. 
A hospital for these patients should be established and unless 
they can be safely cared for at home, no sentiment should pre- 
vent their prompt removal to it. In this way, and in no other; 
can this terrible disease be controlled. 


PLUMBING 


The efficiency and fairness of the Plumbing Inspector are 
evidenced by the small number of appeals from his decisions. 
His report for the year is appended. 


ASHES, ETC. 


Another year’s trial of the ‘‘ Winchester’”’ plan for caring for 
ashes and other house refuse has emphasized its success. The 
licensees have given their earnest co-operation and the thanks 
of this Board are due them for their spirit of helpfulness. 


GARBAGE 


Through no fault of the collectors, the service in this depart- 
ment, during the last few months, has not been satis- 
factory. Two reasons account for it: First, the growth of the 
town has reached a point where two men and one team can no 
jonger do the work. Second, the last legislature enacted a law 
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making it a serious offence for any municipal department tom 
allow its employees to work over eight hours a day. The men: 
were willing to work overtime without extra compensation but 
as a matter of self-protection the Board had to peremptorily 
forbid their doing so. As a result certain collections had to be 
omitted, to the detriment of the service. An appropriation 
large enough to purchase another horse and employ another 
man will be asked from the next Town Meeting. 


MILK 


Bologna sausage and boarding house hash are often called 
mystery because of their unknown composition. The term is 
equally applicable to uninspected milk. The broken dog collar 
may reveal poor Fido’s presence in the sausage, but the house- 
wife has no means of determining what is in the milk she serves. 
to her family. It may be a valuable and cheap article of food 
or it may be so watered as to materially reduce its food value. 
It may be delivered fresh from the cow or several days old. It. 
may be raw or cooked or contain some preservative. It may 
be clean or dirty. It may contain only a few harmless bacteria. 
or many millions of pathogenic germs. It may be indispensa-. 
ble to the baby’s diet, or it may send that baby to an untimely 
grave. 


No matter what the variation, except as to the amount of 
cream it contains, to many consumers, milk is always milk, 
just milk and nothing more. 


For years those interested have been devising plans whereby 
milk could be classified something as butter and eggs now are,. 
thereby enabling the purchaser to buy intelligently. As a re- 
sult of these efforts two milk standards have been established,. 
VizZ.: 


A. Chemical. 


B. Bacteriological. 
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The chemical standard may be called the commercial stand- 
ard. It protects the consumer’s pocketbook, in that it requires 
a certain percentage of milk solids, i. e., the real food parts of 
the milk, and eliminates watered milk. 


The bacteriological standard, on the other hand, is a sani- 
tary standard, for it protects the consumer’s health. 


The number of bacteria in milk is largely determined by five 
factors: 


The care exercised at the dairy. 

Methods of handling and transportation. 
Cleanliness of containers. 

The temperature at which the milk is kept. 
The age of the milk. 


CU im wh 


The State of Massachusetts has established a satisfactory 
chemical standard that fixes the minimum amount of butter 
‘fat and solids other than fat. It forbids the addition of water 
‘or preservatives under heavy penalties. 


The only bacteriological standards in force have been es- 
tablished by a comparatively few municipalities for their own 
protection. So far Winchester has none because the services 
.of a competent bacteriologist are necessary to enforce it. 


More than a year ago efforts were made to unite with Woburn 
‘rand Stoneham for the purpose of securing such an official but 
for various reasons the attempt was not successful. 


At last a way has opened up whereby a competent man can 
‘be secured for this work, at a price well within the means of the 
‘Town, and if the present legislature does not disturb existing 
milk laws, and the Town will vote the small additional appro- 
‘priation required, a bacteriological standard for milk will be 
established, that, if properly enforced, will do all human power 
can do to protect the citizens from the dangers of impure milk. 


Even without such a standard, this Board has done all it 
‘knew how to secure clean milk. Frequent dairy inspections 
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are made, containers must be sterilized by boiling water or live 
steam, and the milk must be kept at a temperature not above 
50° F. But it has never been possible to determine the number 
of bacteria in the samples examined, so the actual results se- 
cured by the Milk Inspector’s work could not be definitely de- 
termined. 


The plans outlined in last year’s report have been followed 
during the year just ended. No milk is sold in Winchester 
except from dairies inspected and approved by the Milk 
Inspector, even though such inspections take him out of the 
State. 


A satisfactory plan for regulating the milk supply of a town 
like Winchester should contain the following provisions: 


1. All cows to be tuberculin tested by the State at least 
once a year. 


2. All dairies inspected at least once in three months. 


3. A sample from every dealer examined at least once a 
month. 
A. Chemical examination. 
B. Bacteriological examination. 


4. A system of score cards, like those recommended by the 
United States Department of Agriculture, should be used. 
These cards note and score over forty points relating to cows, 
stables, utensils, milkers and milk. 


5. A system of publicity, whereby the quality of each 
dealer’s milk, the number of bacteria it contains and the place 
where it was produced, can be graphically shown, the exhibits 
to be kept at the office of the Milk Inspector so that any dis- 
satisfied or prospective consumer can look them over, see ex- 
actly what is available, and place his orders intelligently and 
with a reasonable certainty that he will get what he orders. 


This Town can now have all of the above, except the first, 
for a slightly increased expenditure. 
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FINANCIAL 


' The past year has called for the expenditure of less money 
than was required in 1910. The year to come will demand a 
larger sum, 


The services of a competent bacteriologist for the Milk 
Department will cost $200. Additional equipment for the labo- 
ratory will require about $75. A new horse for the extra gar- 
bage wagon will cost about $350. One extra man, $728 more. 
If the regulations of the Board are codified and a copy placed 
in every home, another $50 will be required. All these items 
will call for an extra appropriation of $1428. 


During the year $492.11 was paid out on account of con- 
tagious diseases. This sum will be covered by a separate 
appropriation. 


ConTAGIOUS DISEASES 


The contagious diseases and the number of each reported 
during the year are given below. There were probably many 
cases of chicken pox and whooping cough that were never re- 
ported because no physician was called and the parent did not 
know that his failure to report such cases to this Board made 
him liable to a heavy fine.

Report of Inspector of Milk 


OrFicE oF MiLK INSPECTOR, WINCHESTER, Mass. 


To the Board of Health, 


GENTLEMEN:—I have the pleasure of submitting the follow-. 
ing report for the year ending December 31, 1911:— 


The rules and regulations of your Board have generally been 
complied with without complaint or equivocation. There 
have been a few exceptional cases where your Board has been 
obliged to administer the necessary corrective, the result of 
which has been beneficial to both the vendor and the consumer. 


Early in the year all the producers from which we draw our 
milk supply were requested to screen all doors and windows 
opening into their milk rooms. In every case where screens 
were not already in use the request was readily complied with. 


Many samples of milk have been tested, both for quality and 
for cleanliness. With rare exceptions the quality has been 
well above the legal standard and the test for cleanliness has 
shown that our producers have made gratifying improvements 
’ in the year just closed. Nearly all of the exceptional cases 
can be traced to new dairies, owned and operated by men in- 
experienced in the business. On the whole, it must be admitted, 
that we are supplied with milk that is as clean, rich and pure as 
can be expected for the cost to the consumer. 


The average daily milk consumption in Winchester is about 
2600 quarts. ‘Twenty-one hundred and fifty of this amount is 
supplied by nearby dairies and the balance comes from Little- - 
ton, Mass., and Hookset and Merrimac in New Hampshire. 


The ‘“‘score card”? has been used with marked success by 
inspectors in many of our municipalities. On this card, 
which is accessible to the public, is posted the quality, cleanli- 
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ness of the milk, the condition of the cans, the cows, the cow- 
barns and other things pertaining to the dairy business. Each 
producer receives a card at the end of the month which exhibits 
conditions needful for him to know. And the consumer is 
enabled to select the better and to reject the poorer. This 
system, where it has been well tested, has proven to be an in- 
centive to the producer to supply as good milk to his customers 
as any other in his line of business. I most heartily recommend 
its adoption in Winchester. 


I would further recommend the establishment of a bacterio- 
logical department by your Board. The necessary delay in 
sending samples out of town for analysis often defeats the 
purpose of the bacteriological count. In the use of the “‘score 
card’’ the bacteriological count is an important feature.

WATER DEPARTMENT 


The water system being well established, the reports of ‘late 
years have not been voluminous. This time the Board, in 
common with other departments, is expected to be concise, and 
deal only with such matters as seem to be of common interest. 


First, QUALITY OF THE WATER 


The reservoirs have not filled for three years, consecutive, 
and the water never has been as low as this year. When the 
reservoirs are full again, the water will be as good as ever it was. 
Since August, the whole town has been fed from the South 
Reservoir. 


The Board dared not run the North Reservoir any lower, 
fearing that it could not refill. Now the ground is full of water 
which has not been so at this season for at least four years. 
With the ground full, there should be a steady accumulation of 
water in the reservoirs, consequent upon winter rain and snow 
fall. ’Tho the water is unpleasant, at times, there is nothing 
unwholesome init. It is likely that if tanks and kitchen boilers 
were freed occasionally from the sediment in them, the dis- 
agreeable taste of the water, when heated, would not be as no- 
ticeable. | ° 


SECOND, QUANTITY OF WATER 


The limit seems to have been reached. Now it seems needful 
to use less water or get more, which latter is impossible to any 
appreciable extent. We must use less water, and for that pur- 
pose the industrial establishments in Town, which are taking 
48,000,000 gallons annually, must be notified to use their own 
resources. Every one of them can supply itself by pumping. 
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They will not like to have to pump, to say nothing of not 
getting water of suitable quality, but the domestic supply has 
the first call on the water. If the reservoirs fill this year by 
the first of May, it is the intent of the Board to be not hasty in 
giving notice to the industrials. 


An offer of Arthur E. Whitney, to release to the Town his 
right to the water of Mollie’s Brook as a feeder to his water 
power, was accepted, and the Board is now engaged in diverting 
that water to the South Reservoir. Thereby, there will be a 
gain to the water shed of 25 acres, and over which the rainfall 
this year was 41”. 


Another possible accession is something from the water shed 
of Long Pond. ’Tho Mr. Whitney and another have right to 
that water, we may leave that point until several other points 
are determined, the chief of which is the ownership by the State 
of the pond (artificial) and water shed, and the possible condi- 
tions to be imposed by the State in our coaxing the spare water 
into our South Reservoir. Property rights and expensive water 
way construction seem to indicate now that the undertaking 
would not pay. Experts may take another view, in which case 
we will go to the Town for instruction. 


The meter system is doing bravely. Every house on the two 
high service systems is on a meter; so is the entire West Side 
and Symmes Corner. The unmetered houses are 605 in num- 
ber and are on and tributary to Washington Street and to North 
Main Street. The installing of meters goes on as funds permit. 
Of course, every new house goes on to a meter. 


In GENERAL 


Twice this year the pump has been out of commission at the 
East Side station. A new oil engine has been installed at the 
West Side. As permitted by the Town, the Board has acquired 
a ot of land on Emerson’s hill for locating a new cement tank. 
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The present wooden tank has served its time. Estimate of cost 
of a new cement tank will be obtained and presented to the 
Town and to the Appropriations Committee, and the Town be 
asked to authorize the construction. 


The Board has not been justified in complying with the vote 
of the Town to extend the West Side high service to Edwards. 


The by-laws require that extensions shall pay five per cent 
on the cost, but the Board has not power to levy assessments, 
nor is it sufficient that some of the abutters grant a right of 
way for a pipe. The Town has laid main lines through unde- 
veloped land, but only for economy in distance. In every in- 
stance of extension of service, there has been a well defined way 
eraded to a future street. Under guidance of the Town Counsel- 
lor, the only way lawful to supply Edwards was presented to 
him. He thought the conditions too hard and asked the Town 
to do otherwise. He asked us if we objected to his going to the 
Town, which we did not, of course. We had no other agency 
in the matter. 


Immediately after the March meeting, and when the Town 
did not express itself in the matter, the Board informed the 
petitioner for extension of the Forest Street service to the Stone- 
ham line, that we would do the earth work, lay the pipe, and 
back-fill the trench, but would not do any rock work. No reply 
was received to our proposition. We are quite sure that the 
Town would sustain us, if it knew, as we know, the danger and 
cost of the rock cutting necessary to provide that extension. 


FISHING 


The situation is confused, but the vote of the Town is having 
compliance. It was useless to issue permits, as there was no- 
body to countenance them. It is believed that if all previous 
votes of the Town relative to the matter of fishing in the reser- 
voirs be rescinded and full authority given the Water and Sewer 
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Board of the Town to make an agreement with the Metropolitan 
Park Commission relative to the police care and control of the 
matter of fishing in these reservoirs, a satisfactory solution of 
the whole matter may be brought about. 


The one steady item of expense is replacing the cement pipe. 
The worst of that work is done. We seem to be warrant- 
ed in not hurrying the remainder of the work because 
there are enough main lines completed to insure any section of 
the Town not to be without water for over half a day. The one 
doubtful locality is North Main street, fr om Lake Street to the 
ice bridge. 


As the Board cannot foresee its work, it would like to be 
allowed to use the water receipts, less the interest on the water 
debt, and hand over to the Town the.unexpended balances at 
the close of the year. That policy was pursued this year. If 
the industrials are cut off, we shall lose the income, but we shall 
have the water, which we need. We cannot replace the water, 
but we can get income enough, without the industrials, to Ree 
the department self-sustaining. an Bhi 


Superintendent Dotten reports various amounts of cement- 
lined pipe replaced with cast iron, and the following lines of new 
construction:

Replacements are charged to Maintenance and so is cost of 
setting meters. 


New mains, hydrants, and gates go to Construction, which 
comes back to the Town eventually by increased value and de- 
velopment of lands. Meters go to Construction, but the return 
is indirect and in form of preventing waste of water.

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Adding the previous mileage of 24.0328, we have at present 
in operation 24.7548 miles of common sewer operated by the 
Town. In our operation in Cambridge Street, we found it ad- 
visable to lay the sewer in the easterly sidewalk instead of, as 
is usual, in the roadway.

Owing to expected legislation during the present session of 
the legislature, we hope to be able to enter a private way and 
lay sewers as needed without the consent of the abutter or the 
advanced payment of charges in lieu of assessment as required 
at present.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


All the Town, with the exception of the rough woodlands on 
the West Side hills, was thoroughly cleared of Gypsy and Brown 
Tail Moths during the fall and winter. All street trees and 
a large number of private estates were sprayed, and with the 
aid of a large power sprayer loaned by the State Forester for 
three weeks, the trees in the cemetery and all the woodlands 
east of Highland Avenue were sprayed. 


This work used up a little over five tons of arsenate of lead, 
but spraying seems to do more towards suppressing the Gypsy 
Moth than hand work in creosoting the egg clusters, and it is 
the only way to check the elm leaf beetle. 


In spite of all work so far done the Brown Tail Moths come 
back each year. This cannot be avoided, as during the summer 
flights the moth millers blow long distances in a single night. 


Ten plantings of the “‘milt disease’? were made from infected 
caterpillars furnished by the State authorities. 


It is hard to say whether or not this had much effect as it 
was late in the season when received and used. 


Several weeks were spent during the summer trimming trees 
in the Cemetery. 
A large lot of brush and dead wood was cut on the Herrick 


estate. This work was necessary in order to get the woodland 
into shape for spraying, the only economical way to care for it. 


The Town needs a large power sprayer. Much better and 
quicker work can be done with one than with the small spray- 
ing tanks now in use.

REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


The past year has been a very busy one for this Department,. 
as not in the history of the Town has the Department answered. 
so many alarms of fire. The whole number answered were 118, 
a very large per cent of which were extinguished with chemicals, 
and in the judgment of the Engineers, a chemical engine is 
needed. 


CHEMICAL ENGINE 


We earnestly recommend the purchase of an auto chemical. 
at once. The Town has increased nearly $2,500,000 in valua- 
tion the last five years, most of which is on the outskirts of the 
Town. A great deal of this property is dependent on the arrival 
of the steamer to get water to the top of buildings and this is 
slow work with a four-ton engine. 


A chemical will extinguish a fire with practically no water 
damage, while, if the steamer is used, the water damage is 
much greater than the fire damage. An example of this is the 
Bacon house on Grove Street, the fire loss on the building being 
$1,650, a great deal of which was water damage, and the loss on 
contents was $4,600, almost entirely water damage. 


Fire ALARM 


A great deal of money had to be spent on the fire alarm this 
year. The battery had to be renewed, as well as a lot of the 
outside wire. | 


On account of the location of the new whistle, it was found 
necessary to install a bell on Hose 3 House, as the men in that. 
locality could not hear the alarms. A bell tower was built and 
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set on the house by members of the Department, the discarded 
whistle machine was put in repair and has proved to be the 
most reliable one we have in use and has enabled the men to 
answer alarms more promptly. 


BuILpINGs 


We recommend an appropriation to repair the Central Sta- 
tion, as it is an utter impossibility to remain in this building 
any longer in its present condition. 

The Hose 3 House will need some slight repairs and painting 
the coming year. 


Horses 


The Department owns nine horses, five of which should be 
replaced. They are all young horses, but are not fit for the 
work and are not sound, and it would be economy to exchange 
them while something could be realized on them. 


APPARATUS 


The apparatus is in good condition; part of it has been re- 
paired and painted, and the rest should be the coming year. 


The Hose 3 wagon is too small to get the results from the 
Company and should be replaced with a larger piece of appa- 
ratus, carrying a chemical tank. 


HOosE 


Some hose will have to be purchased the coming year, but 
this can be taken care of out of our incidentals. 


We wish to thank the men for their promptness in answering 
alarms and for the interest taken, also the Board of Selectmen 
for the interest they have shown in our Department, and for the 
eourtesy shown us when we have called on them; and also the 
Police Officers for the aid they have rendered. 
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We are very happy to say there are no outstanding bills 
against the Fire Department on December 31, 1911, that we 
are aware of.

REPORT OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The Park Commissioners present the following report for the 
season of 1911:— 


COMMON AND Pusuic Puots. 


Nothing was attempted this year but to provide the usual 
care for these places and keep them in general good condition. 
In the early part of the summer the flagpole on the Common 
was destroyed by lightning, and acting on the advice of the 
Board of Selectmen, and the urgent need of a flag pole on the 
Common, the Park Commissioners received bids, ordered, and 
had erected, a new flagpole at a cost of $400.

As there was no fund available for the flagpole, and as there 
has been no Town Meeting since the pole was destroyed, so 
that your Commissioners could have asked earlier for an appro- 
priation, the appropriation for next year should include the 
$400 incurred for the new flagpole. The concrete walks on the 
Common should be resurfaced the coming year. During the 
past few years there has been some destruction of shrubs and 
trees on the Common and other plots which should now be re- 
placed. Your Board asks for an appropriation of $350 for 
Common and Public Plots, and $400 for the new flagpole. 
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MANCHESTER FIELD 


The field itself was put in good condition early in the season. 
Drinking water was carried to the field, a fountain was installed 
and was in use all the season. The grand stand was put in 
repair and a canvas top added. 


The Town is indebted to Mr. Daniel B. Baja for the base- 
ball score board which was placed on the field and in use 
throughout the season. 


Your Commisioners, having to provide a flagpole for the 
Common, took advantage of the opportunity to also provide a 
flagpole and flag for Manchester Field at an expense of $100, as 
part of the equipment of the field. The flag was first raised 
before a large number of the school children on their annual 
Field Day, and addresses were made by our Chairman, Dr. C. 
E. Ordway, and by the Hon. Samuel W. McCall. 


The field was marked out as required for baseball and football 
games. The High School teams were given use of the Field 
on specified dates for baseball and football games, and during 
the summer a local baseball team under the efficient manage- 
ment of Geo. L. LeDuc utilized the principal diamond Saturday 
afternoons and holidays, drawing a large number of our citi- 
zens to the playground. This team was a credit to the ath- 
letics of the Town, and it is hoped that it will continue another 
season and under the same management. 


The regular playground work was under the direction of Wm. 
L. Caldwell of the Springfield Training School. Mr. Martin, 
director of the previous year, was first engaged, but was obliged 
to withdraw for business reasons, and Mr. Caldwell was engaged 
in time to start the season early in June. With a new Board 
and a new Director there was much to learn at the start, but 
the report of the Director which follows shows that progress 
was made, and that the work as a whole was very successful. 


The attendance increased during the summer, and children 
of all ages and from all parts of the town were drawn to the 
Field and instructed in fair play and good behavior, as well as 
in sports and athletics. 
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‘Much credit should be given to the assistance of Miss Marion 
H. Rea, who took charge of the girls and young children on the 
Field. Miss Rea was engaged by the Fortnightly, who offered 
to pay all or part of her salary. Your Park Commissioners, 
inasmuch as the available funds were limited, felt it advisable 
to allow the Fortnightly to pay one-half of this expense. The 
coming season it is hoped, as the amount asked for is not large, 
the Town will appropriate enough to pay the entire expense on 
Manchester Field. 

Tramps through Middlesex Fells for nature study were taken 
by the boys with Mr. Caldwell, and on different days, by the 
girls with Miss Rea. The Director also taught some twenty 
boys to swim at the Metropolitan Pool in Mystic Lake. 


There were added to the equipment, besides necessary re- 
pairs, six large swings, three baby swings, and one sand box. 
Your Commissioners do not recommend a large addition to the 
equipment the coming year. .We do strongly recommend a 
continuance of this work which, carried on in a conservative 
and constructive manner, we believe to be a credit to the Town 
and of great physical and moral benefit to the younger children. 

The work at the Chapin School was carried on by the Fort- 
nightly, and at their expense, your Commissioners giving such 
assistance and co-operation as they could, reciprocating for 
and acknowledging the assistance rendered by the Fortnightly 
through its committee on Manchester Field.

WATERWAYS IMPROVEMENT AND WHITNEY MILL PROPERTY 


The completion of the agreement between Arthur E. Whitney 
and Lewis Parkhurst, the latter’s interest being assigned to the 
Town, was largely a legal matter and in the hands of the Town 
Counsel. Your Park Commissioners instructed him to have the 
titles thoroughly examined, and acting in accordance with the 
vote of the Town authorizing us so to do, approved the payment 
to said Whitney, for the rights he possessed as covered by this 
agreement, the sum of Eighty-Seven Thousand Dollars, One 
Thousand Dollars of the same being, as provided in the agree- 
ment, in lieu of permit to said Whitney to remove his buildings 
through the streets of Winchester before the expiration of the 
year he is allowed to remain in possession of the buildings. 
Final papers were signed and the titles turned over to the Town 
on December first, 1911. 

No actual work of importance can be started until the prop- 
erty is vacated, but the furthering of the plans becomes now 
the duty of your Park Commissioners, and the matter is having 
their consideration. No further appropriation is asked for at 
this time.

GENTLEMEN :— 


The following is the report of Manchester Field: —The season 
of 1911 was very successful on Manchester Field. The field 
was open daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., weather permitting. 
The attendance averaged about 300 daily, not including Satur- 
aay afternoons, when there were anywhere from 500 to 1500 
persons on the field. 


The apparatus was in use a greater part of the time. Older 
children using swings, giant-stride and teeter-boards. The 
smaller children using the slide, sand-boxes and baby-swings. 

The directors, Miss Rea and Mr. Caldwell, supervised the play 
and taught the boys and girls new games or tried to perfect 
their old ones. The boys were very enthusiastic over the 
national game, baseball, and also played group games. The 
girls became very proficient in basket-ball, while the smaller 
girls enjoyed singing games. Two track meets were held during 
the season and were very popular. Sewing classes were held 
twice a week for girls. 


' The final exhibition was held Friday, Sept. 1, and the play- 
grounds closed Saturday, 10th. 

. Some facts which show improvement: Smoking among boys 
disappeared, profanity disappeared to a marked degree, there 
was not an accident on the field that required medical attention,

REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Cemetery Commissioners submits the following 
report of the work done the past year: 


Three new lots have been laid out and graded on Mountain 
Avenue, three on Curfew Path, four on Birch Avenue, and two 
on Chrysanthemum Path. 


Four hundred and five feet of three-fourths inch galvanized 
pipe has been laid on Chrysanthemum Path, Birch Avenue and 
Central Avenue. 


Two drinking fountains were purchased and set up, one on 
Central Avenue and the other on Margin Avenue. 


All settees, water pots, sign posts, two summer houses, sol- 
diers’ monument and grave markers have been painted. 


The granite base of the soldiers’ monument has been cleaned. 


Twenty-seven small and eight large foundations have been 
put in. 


Ninety-four feet of ten-inch tile pipe was laid on Margin 
Avenue. 


_ Twenty Lombardy poplars and seven silver maples have been 
set out near line bordering Blank property to replace the ones 
that died; six spruces set out on Granite Avenue, six rock 
maples on Mountain Avenue. 


One hundred and twenty-five loads of gravel have been put 
on the avenues and paths. 
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Our Cemetery is growing each year, and its wants for main- 
tainance are increasing rapidly, and if the citizens and lot owners 
and those having loved ‘ones within its borders wish to have it 
kept up to its present standard, they will have to grant funds 
enough to enable the Commissioners to do so. 


Our recommendations of last year for the painting of the 
buildings could not be carried out, as our recommendation for 
an increase in our appropriations was not granted, and they had 
to wait over, but they are now in more pressing need of it than 
the last year. 


We requested a special appropriation of $200 which was 
granted for the purpose of a card system and plans and data on 
the same, showing the location of each interment, as far as we 
could ascertain, and we are pleased to report that we have a 
goodly number finished, but we shall have to ask for another 
appropriation to finish these necessary records. 


Our grounds are in many places at quite steep grades, and 
each year we are obliged to repair the gutters after each rain 
storm, and it is a continual drain upon our funds. If they were 
paved there would be but a minimum cost to keep same in re- 
pair. We have paved some each year, but it should all be 
done without delay, and put a stop to such a yearly outlay.

An iron fence should be erected at the east side of the grounds 
to keep out animals and poultry, which are trespassers and do 
more or less damage. 


A number of tree stumps have been destroyed by the use of 
kerosene and we have purchased a snow plow, as the old one 
was not sufficient in its working qualities to do the work now 
required of it, being worn out.

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In accordance with the vote of the Town the Cassidy case 
has been settled. The only old case remaining, Bacon, Execu- 
tor, v. Winchester, by order of Court must be put on the April 
list by the plaintiff and be disposed of then. 


Possibly the most important matter which has fallen to the 
present Town Counsel during his term of service has been the 
solution of the legal questions growing out of the desire of the 
people of Winchester to secure possession of the Whitney prop- 
erty. It has been a source of gratification to me to have the 
plan which I outlined carried through by the Town without 
change of any kind. The prediction that no one would pur- 
chase the Park bonds was met by the highest bid therefor at 
which any municipal bonds of like denomination have sold 
this last year. | 


Under the terms of the Whitney purchase the former owner 
is entitled to retain possession of the property until December 
1, 1912. The intervening time may well be utilized by the 
Town in determining just what development shall be made of 
the property when the Town takes full possession. 


The committee of five to whom the grade crossing question 
was committed at the last annual meeting may well consider 
the possibilities of a solution of this troublesome problem from 
the point of view of using a portion of this estate and remodeling 
the main lines of travel through the centre which such use 
would make possible. 


In my report of last year I said, ‘‘ Hither the Town’s plan 
should be adopted by agreement between the parties in interest, 
or, failing this, the plan of a bridge at or near the station should 
be accepted by the Town and the work carried out.” 


At the Annual Meeting an agreement signed by the owners 
of more than one-half in valuation of the property to be affected 
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and affording as favorable a basis of settling the land damage 
question as could reasonably be expected, if the Town plan 
were to be adopted, was presented to the Town for its accep- 
tance and by the Town rejected. 


Under the circumstances, unless the Town changes its atti- 
tude the second alternative alone remains to be followed. As 
this case was begun by me I had hoped that it might be com- 
pleted during my service as counsel for the Town. I have 
continued for the last two years in this position hoping that this 
might happen. It has not been possible to reach an agreement 
thus far and it may not be for some time longer, although 
every consideration of the Town’s welfare demands the earliest 
possible settlement. 


In the meantime the demands upon the time of the Town 
Counsel have continued to increase so that I feel that I cannot, 
in justice to myself, continue to serve after the close of the term 
of my present appointment, March 31st. 


I cannot take leave of my associates in the Town’s service 
without publicly expressing my appreciation of the uniform 
courtesy, consideration and cordial support which I have re- 
ceived from all officers and Boards during my service with 
them. 


The Town of Winchester is to be congratulated upon the 
amount and the quality of disinterested service which it re- 
ceives from its officials.

During the year the library, as well as the town, suffered an 
immeasurable loss through the death of Mr. Theodore C. Hurd. 
Mr. Hurd had been chairman of the Board since his election in 
1904. The library owes much to his efforts. His interest in 
the work was great; his literary sense sure; his counsel wise. 


The charm of his personality was a continual joy to his asso- 
ciates and his memory will long be a cherished possession. 


At a joint convention of the Selectmen and the trustees of 
the library, held December 4th, 1911, Mr. Edgar J. Rich was 
elected to fill the vacancy on the Board until the next annual 
Town Meeting. 


The trustees wish to express their gratitude for the gifts made 
to the library during the year. 

The report of the librarian which follows gives a detailed 
account of the work of the library for the last twelve months. 

The total circulation of 45,120 is a little more than that of 
last year. A loss in the children’s department was more than 
made good by a gain in the main library. nlaek

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Trustees of the Winchester Public Library, 


GENTLEMEN :— 


The greatest achievement for the year 1911 is the prepara- 
tion for and the installation of the Newark charging system for 
fiction. 


CHARGING SYSTEM 


All the books have been arranged on the shelves alphabet- 
ically by author, then alphabetically by title under the author. 
Each book has had pasted in the back a date slip and a pocket. 
In the pocket is placed a card on which is written the author 
and title of the book. 


When the book is loaned to a borrower, the date is stamped 
on the borrower’s card; the book-card is stamped with the date 
and marked with the number of the borrower’s card; then filed 
alphabetically by author and title in the charging tray. 

As fiction has no class number or subdivisions, book numbers 
are discontinued. This system records every person who has 
had the book and the exact time when he took it out. Conse- 
quently this method is a great improvement over the old one, 
when frequent doubt and misunderstandings arose between 
the borrower and the librarian. 


A shelf list with author’s name and abbreviated title was 
typewritten on cards. A relief from the old crowded pages and 
of great advantage, because its elasticity makes possible a per- 
fect alphabetical fiction author catalogue. A title card cata- 
logue is in preparation, which will bring this system to com- 
pletion. 

The details of this work consumed many hours, both during 
and outside the regular library time; fortunately the staff were 
able to accomplish this, with a slight assistance of substitutes 
without being obliged to call upon outside help. 
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We expect to extend this system to other classes next year 
and in time, to all. 


REGISTRATION 
Another innovation is the notation for the borrower’s card 
number. When a person registers for a card, the number given 
him is made up of the first letter of his surname followed by 
the year’s numerals, and the number in sequence of person 
registering under the same letter. 


For example, if John Brown is the first, whose name begins 
with B, to register, his number is B11-1; the next person, B11-2. 
Next year it will be B12-1 and B12-2, ete. This applies through- 
out the alphabet. 


The advantages of this notation are, that it instantly desig- 
nates the year of registration, and by easy computation the 
number of new card holders. Long card numbers are obviated 
by using the letters of the alphabet. 


Books AND SHELVES 
Once again we try rearranging the books to gain space where 
it; is most needed. We are obliged to transfer more bound 
nemodicne to the basement, and what is still more to be re- 
gretted, return the fiction to the top shelves which are so hard 
to reach. 


Music 
In this way we obtain a larger place for the Department of 
music. The constant circulation of the Etude and Musician, 
even numbers over a year old, demonstrate the growing demand 
for sheet music and opera scores and prices the possibility _ of 
a wider use of this departiient. ' 


MISSIONS 
At the time of the ‘‘ World in Boston,” several books on mis- 
sions were purchased for the benefit of the Winchester stewards, 
also an exhibition of books and pickunge of Hawaii 43 field 
assigned to Winchester) was held. . 
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HovusEHOLD ECONOMICS 


At the request of the Chairman of the Household Economics 
Committee of the Fortnightly, twenty-one books have been 
added to our already large collection on this subject. 


We are always glad to cooperate with students of special 
subjects, who will make good use of our books; especially 
those interested in the making of good homes and better citi- 
zens. 


BRITANNICA 


The two years’ accumulation of income of our invested funds 
has been used to purchase the new eleventh edition of the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica, to take the place of our old ninth and 
tenth editions, which have done such good service for so many 
years. 


New Copies or Oup Books’ 


A large part of the balance of our regular appropriation will 
be needed for the purchase of standard fiction, which necessarily, 
because of its dilapidated condition, was discarded during the 
rearrangement; also to buy books for the juvenile department, 
where naturally they do not last long, and for sanitary reasons 
as well, it is better to buy a new supply oftener. 


INTER-LIBRARY LOAN 


Through the courtesy of the Boston Public Library, we were 
able to borrow books for students living in Winchester. We 
were glad of the opportunity to accommodate one of our neigh- 
boring libraries in a similar manner. 


CABINET 


For our large and rare books we have had made a much 
needed oak cabinet with glass doors. 
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BOOKCASES 


Two more bookcases for bound periodicals have been added 
to the basement, but already they are insufficient and others 
must be obtained next year. 


JUVENILE DEPARTMENT 


Miss Homer, in charge of the juvenile department, reports: 
There has been little change in the juvenile room during the 
past year. The work has gone along more smoothly because 
the children are growing more and more to understand what 
the library is intended for. There is an increasing desire to 
read rather than to play in the room. 


Cleanliness has been the particular aim striven for, both in 
the room and in the handling of the books taken home. It has 
seemed wise to restrict the number of books allowed for home 
use to not more than a child can really use and properly care 
for. Although this has decreased the circulation to a certain 
extent, it has emphasized the importance of clean hands and 
noticeably improved the care of the books. 


The installation of new Mazda lamps, arranged to give better 
light over the tables, has been a great improvement.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Winchester: 


Our estimate of school expenses for the year 1912-1913 is as 
follows: 


Salaries (teachers, superintendent, clerk) $49,890.00 
Custodian of school buildings (janitor service, tru- 
ancy, school census, distribution of supplies) 5,900.00 
Books 1,800.00 
Supplies (general, $2000; cooking, $350; medical 
inspection, $100; janitor, $250) 2,700.00

General (furniture, $900; graduation exercises, $100;

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The totals for 1911-1912 are not yet available, as the year 
still lacks two months of being completed; but so far as can be 
judged at this time the figures for the third and fifth columns 
are likely to be about $54,500 and $14,000, respectively. 


It will be noticed that the miscellaneous expenses (including 
everything except the payroll) remained fairly constant from 
1904 to 1911, averaging $12,140.51 per year. Our estimate for - 
the corresponding items for the ensuing year is $15,550, an in- 
crease of $3410.over the average for the seven years of the above 
table, but only about $1500 more than the probable miscellaneous | 
expenditures of the current year. This increase is nearly all 
included in two outlays, for books and supplies, and for repairs. 


Last year we requested and received a larger appropriation 
than usual for books and supplies, in order to provide for con- 
siderable replacements necessitated by unusual economies 
during the immediately preceding years; such replacements 
could not, however, all be made in a single year out of funds at 
our disposal, and the balance must be provided for during the 
coming year. Besides, certain supplies are necessary now that 
were not required in the earlier years under consideration, par- 
ticularly for cooking and for medical inspection. The average 
cost of books and supplies for this seven-year period was $3,308.- 
88; for 1911-1912 the cost will apparently be between $4300 
and $4400; the estimate for 1912-1913 is $4500. 


The average annual cost of repairs since 1904-1905 has been 
$2458.16; for 1912-1913 the estimate is $4500; a small enough 
increase, considering the large amount of painting that is im- 
peratively needed. It will, accordingly, be seen that these two 
subdivisions, books and supplies, and repairs, are responsible 
for $3235 of the $3410 increase in miscellaneous expenditures 
over the average for the seven years beginning with 1904-1905; 
though an increase of probably less than $1600 over such ex- 
penditures for the current year, and nearly all of this $1600 
being for accumulated repairs. 
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The fact is, the item repairs is practically the only elastic 
one in the whole list. The experience of the present year affords. 
a good illustration of conditions that frequently confront us, 
in the absence in our appropriation of any provision for un~ 
foreseen contingencies. A year ago we anticipated the need 
of one additional teacher for the current school year; but several 
months later it was found that two extra teachers were required, 
and the only way to provide for the salary of the second teacher 
was to take the amount from the assignment for repairs. In 
such ways as this it has been necessary to postpone much pro- 
posed work, particularly outside painting, as well as some in- 
side painting, all of which should be done at once, and for this 
a considerably larger appropriation than usual is requested. 


This year we made a beginning in the direction of more fre- 
quent sweeping of school buildings, with such good results that 
we feel warranted in asking for $500 more for this purpose. It 
would be highly desirable to have every school room, stairway, 
and corridor swept every day; and the time is coming when 
school authorities and taxpayers will agree on this being done; 
for the present, however, we plan for additional sweeping and 
cleaning in the most urgent cases only, and for this extension 
of such care $500 will be requisite. 


Further examination of the above table shows that the last 
column is marked by a constantly diminishing percentage, 
while the payroll column is characterized by a regularly in- 
creasing percentage, due partly to the larger number of teachers 
employed, and partly to the higher salaries paid, in successive 
years. Last year we stated in our report: ‘‘The increase in 
teachers’ salaries has not kept pace with the increased cost of 
living, and in the near future the maximum should be raised 
for all teachers. We do not propose such a general increase at 
the present time (1911), but we are of the opinion that provision 
for it should be made in 1912.”’ In accordance with this notice, 
we now recommend a small general increase, to go into effect 
in September, 1912. Such an increase will call for the expendi- 
ture of $1300 for the six months, September, 1912, to February, 
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1918, inclusive; while, irrespective of this general increase in 
‘salaries, $1200 must be allowed in order to meet new charges 
due to the employment of additional teachers, and the increase 
in a few salaries, dating from September, 1911. Normally, 
therefore, these two items would add $2500 to the amount 
needed for teachers’ salaries. 


On the other hand, nearly one-half of the teachers have asked 
to receive their salaries in twelve payments per year, instead 
“of ten, and the committee has granted the request, to take 
effect from September, 1912. This means that for the six 
months, September, 1912, to February, 1913, about $2000 less 
will be needed to meet the salaries of these teachers on the 

“twelve-payment basis than would be required on the ten-pay- 
" ment basis; though, of course, this will be offset the following 
year by exactly equivalent increased payments. For the en- 
suing year, however, the increase in salaries of about $2500 
svill involve an increase in actual payments of less than $500. 


‘There is hardly need of occupying much space to prove that 
it is desirable, and even necessary, to increase teachers’ salaries. 
From a purely business point of view it is a wise step to take. 
When vacancies occur in the teaching force it is only with the 
utmost difficulty, and then, too, at the expenditure of much 
‘time and money in travelling and visiting, that reasonably 
‘satisfactory teachers can be secured for the compensation we 
-are able to offer. And, furthermore, this Town cannot properly 
plead financial inability to meet the larger cost; a number of 
neighboring communities, with higher tax rates and smaller 
per capita valuations than our own, pay better salaries than does 
“Winchester; communities, moreover, in which the cost of living 
is in no ease higher, and in some cases lower, than here. Jus- 
“tice to the position of teacher, justice to its requirements for 
preparation, justice to its trying and exacting duties, justice 
to its supreme responsibilities, comparable only to those of the 
home and of the church, demand a recompense befitting the 
dignity of the office and the value of the service rendered. 
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We anticipate having net miscellaneous receipts amounting 
to approximately $250, but experience has demonstrated that 
this amount is needed to make unforeseen repairs and to meet 
unexpected contingencies; therefore, to provide for the expected 
expenditures of the School Department for the year 1912-1913, 
as above set forth, we request an appropriation of $71,000.

REPORT 


OF 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Members of the School Commuttee, 
Winchester, Massachusetts. 


GENTLEMEN :— 


The twenty-ninth annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools is herewith presented. 


GENERAL SURVEY 


In the conduct of our school system we have two aims that 
are sometimes considered diverse, but which we regard as sup- 
plementary. The one includes the usual regular school 
work and engrosses most of our attention and _effort; the other 
includes the application of better methods and the enlargement 
of the scope of our activities. We mean to do both these things 
and to keep the second subordinate to the first. Inasmuch, 
however, as the regular work does not greatly change from year 
to year, this report must concern itself for the most part with 
innovations. These are based upon new ideas obtained from 
professional reading, attendance at educational meetings, and 
visits at schools where particular progress has been said to exist. 
In these ways inspiration is brought to our schools and stag- 
nation is avoided. 


As required by law, instruction is given in our grades in spell- 
ing, reading, writing, English language and grammar, geogra- 
phy, arithmetic, drawing, American history and civil govern- 
ment, physiology, hygiene, and good behavior, and, as permitted 
by law, in kindergarten training, physical training, manual 
training, sewing, cooking, music, ethics, and first aid to the 
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injured. We do not now undertake any subjects, such as 
foreign languages, which are commonly left to the High School. 
The subjects included in our course of study are well taught; 
and the results, so far as may be judged by comparison with 
other good schools visited, are satisfactory. 


During the past year we have improved our primary reading 
by the use of a series of basal readers which, because of their ex- 
ceptional interest to children, cultivate expression while re- 
taining the word, phonic, and sentence method in teaching. 
The success which has been attained has been rendered possi- 
ble by visits of our first grade teachers to other schools, teach- 
ers’ meetings, and instruction by a specialist in the subject. 
In arithmetic, our primary teachers have been studying a recent 
book by Superintendent Gray, of Chicopee, who has developed 
a particularly successful method. It is expected that the 
inspiration and help from this book, the discussions in teachers’ 
meetings, and one or more talks by the author will greatly 
strengthen our number teaching. In the grades above the 
primary, we are striving for greater readiness and accuracy in 
using figures, and for greater power in thinking. In reading, 
a general history which will give pupils a background often 
lacking for the later study of American history has been placed 
in the seventh grade. In English, the textbooks have been 
made uniform and particular attention has been given to com- 
position. In writing, since we have felt that pupils do not gain 
sufficient facility in the mechanics of writing, we are making 
definite investigations of methods reported to be useful in es- 
tablishing a type of penmanship characterized by freedom and 
speed. This does not involve any change in the form of letters. 
In physiology and hygiene, the sixth grades have a new book 
which excels in presenting the benefits of right living, with a 
minimum amount of anatomy. This instruction supplements 
the work of the medical inspectors. In order to deal wisely 
with individual pupils monthly reports are made for those below 
grade and special study is given to them as also to any who may 
be promoted on trial. | 
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In the High School the following items should be noted in 
this general connection. ‘Two clasess in algebra are using the 
first book of a new series which embodies an original, coherent, 
and apparently effective treatment of secondary mathematics. 
In English, the literature read in classes composed of pupils not 
preparing for college has been selected with particular reference 
to its interest, and the usual methods of instruction have been 
modified for the same reason. The subject matter of the first 
year science work has been differentiated for boys’ and girls’ 
classes. In history, a considerable number of reference books 
have been supplied, and in English history a new text has been 
placed in one division. In German, a text designed to promote 
training in conversation has been adopted. More typewriters 
have been purchased, the machines have been equipped with 
keyboard shields requiring the touch system to be followed in 
practice, and an additional recitation room has beeen furnished 
for the typewriting classes. The program has been arranged 
to provide morning recitations in cooking and dressmaking. 
A class in advanced carpentry has been organized. The work 
in public speaking begun last year has been continued and em- 
phasized. 


For some years one teacher has given the entire instruction 
in sewing in grades VI to [X, inclusive. With the introduction 
of dressmaking as a high school elective, and the location of 
the sixth grades in separate buildings, this is no longer possible. 
The sixth grade teachers have, therefore, been given charge of 
their classes in this subject under the supervision of the special 
teacher. This plan is giving excellent results. By an ar- 
rangement with the Massachusetts Normal Art School the 
members of the senior class in the public school course in 
drawing have their practice work in our grades. The lessons 
are prepared under the instruction of the Normal School Direc- 
tor in this course and are given with the immediate supervision 
of our Supervisor of Drawing and of an assistant from the Nor- 
mal Art School. This general scheme involves a little incon- 
venience and some difficulties of administration. The benefits 
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to us are threefold: to some extent it relieves and assists teach- 
ers; it brings to our pupils a relatively ideal series of lessons; 
and it concentrates upon the work in drawing the close atten- 
tion of three experts. 


The foregoing lists include the most important features of a 
comprehensive endeavor to arouse the professional interest of 
our teachers and to give our pupils the benefit of new methods. 
Rather more of change or modification than usual has been 
made, but the additional emphasis has been so distributed 
among subjects and grades that no excessive burden of work 
has been imposed. 


REGISTRATION 


It will be observed by reference to exhibit I that the net 
registration in our grades is slightly smaller than a year ago. 
This, with the additional teacher required by the rearrangement 
of the sixth grades, has reduced the average number of pupils 
per class teacher from 40 in 1906 to 37 in 1911. It may also 
be noted that the largest number of pupils in one room is 49; 
that 12 teachers have over 40 pupils, 16 have from 30 to 
40, and four less than 30. In these respects our condi- 
tions are growing better. We have also this year been able to 
assign separate rooms to the first grade pupils in the Gifford 
and the Wyman buildings. 


WADLEIGH GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


The concentration of pupils from the entire town for the 
grades above the sixth in the Wadleigh Grammar School seems 
unavoidable and has some advantages. These are, however, 
accompanied by conditions requiring particular skill in disci- 
pline and instruction, since the differences between pupils are 
more pronounced than in the separate buildings from which 
they come. A few have reached the approximate limits of 
their scholastic capacity, some for various reasons are eager to 
leave school, and the requirements of study are necessarily 
more exacting than in previous grades. To meet the needs of 
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pupils who may be less alert or who have for any reason fallen 
behind the grade, each teacher has special periods in which she 
gives individual assistance, and in the ninth grade a special 
class has been formed which daily in school hours and three 
times a week in the afternoon meets with a ninth grade teacher 
for intensive drill. By these means, the number of failures in 
these grades should be kept at a minimum. Pupils drop out 
of school for three reasons: (1) the need of earning in a few 
cases; (2) inability to do the school work in more; (38) lack 
of interest due to failure in most. We cannot do much for 
cases falling under the first two heads. For the third group 
we make the above mentioned provision in school and advise 
parents as to the facts for their cooperation at home.. 


It is gratifying to feel sure that the difficulties in these grades - 


are being satisfactorily met and that there will be fewer failures 


in the ninth grade. Last year out of 126, 102 or 81% were. 


given grammar school diplomas. Of these, 91 or 89.2% were 
regularly admitted to the High School, and six in addition were 
permitted to enter on trial. The latter will be awarded their 
‘diplomas in January if they demonstrate their will to work. In 
similar fashion 13 pupils in the seventh and eighth grades have 
this fall been promoted on trial. These may thus gain a year 
and are likely to be benefited by the inspiration which comes 
from overcoming a handicap. It may be seen that we are en- 
deavoring to fit the school system to the pupil as far as is con- 
sistent with reasonable requirements in knowledge and attain- 
ment. 


Hieu ScHoou 


During the last four years the high school registration has 
increased from 204 to 337, compelling the removal of the Super- 
intendent’s office to the Prince School building. The increased 
number has been almost entirely due to the fact that pupils 
are remaining longer in school. The third and fourth year 
classes, see exhibit VI, are relatively larger than they were. 


This may probably be attributed to the broadening of courses — 


| 
| 
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of study by the introduction of new subjects, to the better 
adaptation of courses and subjects to pupils’ needs, to the greater 
attention to individual pupils, and to the persistent effort by 
teachers and Principal to have the work well done. 


For the school year 1910-1911 the record for all subjects 
studied by high school pupils is as follows: passed above 95%, 
5%; from 90 to 94%, 9.8%; from 80 to 89%, 36.8%; from 70 
to 79%, 41.1%; below 70%, 8.3%. These figures do not 
warrant either exultation or depression. They are very good 
in part and show an improvement over the previous year, but 
the number of passing marks between 70% and 79%, and of 
failures, below 70%, is too large. Obviously, many pupils did 
not do so well as they ought. In remedying this defect, which 
is not peculiar to our High School, various devices have been 
employed by the teachers and Principal. In particular, pupils 
are required to make up work at home, and to return afternoons 
for study and help by the teachers, and frequent notices are 
sent to parents. The united efforts of all the persons thus in- 
terested have generally been successful in securing improvement. 
When pupils have been given a fair trial without noticeable 
results, they have been required to drop part of their work. 
The measures employed have seemed a little severe to some. 
Their justification is that the school work must be done and that 
nothing can be worse for a boy or girl in school than to be per- 
mitted to fritter away time. 


It is interesting to note that the pupils with the highest 
ratings, numbering about 25% of the whole school, study prac- 
tically three hours daily at home. The marks of these pupils, 
with but few exceptions, are above 85%. <A small number of 
pupils who have records above 85% study less than three hours 
per day at home. In one room the pupils average 2.8 hours 
of daily home study. The average rating of pupils in this room 
is 83.1%, the highest for any room. In another room the 
pupils average 1.8 hours of daily home study. The average 
rating of the pupils in this room is 77.1%, the lowest for any 
room. The following table tells the same story in a different 
form:

For the present year I believe that the pupils in our High 
School are, as a whole, doing better than heretofore, and cer- 
tainly the tone of the school is excellent. Recently the State 
Inspector of High Schools from a neighboring state spent a day 
in the building visiting a number of classes. He repeatedly 
expressed his approval of the work seen and upon leaving added 
that the spirit, interest, and attention seemed to him unusually 
good. 

The number of high school graduates who entered higher 
institutions in September, 1911, is larger than usual, see ex- 
hibit V. We may take some pride in this and in their records. 
The tabulation for last year shows that our pupils who entered 
college in September, 1910, passed in 90% of their work, of 
which 8% was with honor and 17% with credit, and failed in 
10%. This is a creditable showing, the more so as the failures 
were confined to a few individuals whose work in our High 
School had been only fair. 


NEEDS IN THE COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT 


We have offered a commercial course for several years and it 
has been elected by a large percentage of our pupils. In fact, 
it has grown faster than we could provide for its needs. For- 
tunately, we are now in a position where next year two teachers 
can be assigned to the commercial classes. More time can then 
be given to bookkeeping and if a few additional typewriters 
can be purchased, our equipment will be adequate. Under 
these conditions the pupils in this course can be better fitted 
for business positions than the ordinary commercial school 
graduate, who does not usually have the training of the other 
high school subjects. This has not heretofore been impossible, 
but it has been difficult. | : 
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MANUAL TRAINING IN THE HIGH SCHOOL 


The manual training in the High School now includes two 
years of Arts and Crafts work, two years of cooking, one year 
of dressmaking, and one year of advanced carpentry. In these 
classes the registration is as follows: Arts and Crafts, 14, of 
whom five are girls not in school; cooking, 99, of whom 25 are 
girls not in school; dressmaking, 19; and advanced carpentry, 
24. The introduction of these subjects has been in accordance 
with a general recognition of their importance, and their success 
has proved their interest. It seems natural to assume that 
correlated subjects will be added year by year until we shall 
have a complete manual training course for the boys and a, 
household arts course for the girls. 


Music 


Our music continues to make steady improvement. The 
high school classes in harmony and theory are doing serious. 
work comparable with that in a strictly academic subject like 
algebra. Pupils electing the chorus class have been required 
to possess a minimum knowledge of elementary music and to 
be able to sing. In consequence, the members of the chorus 
are receiving much better musical training and the quality of 
the work done is excellent. The high school orchestra also 
deserves commendation. 


HiauH ScuHoout CouRSsES OF STUDY 


The following regulations governing the High School courses 
of study have been adopted since the last report: (1) ‘‘ Pupils 
shall not enter classes in subjects requiring a total of more than 
twenty recitation periods each week except with the approval 
of the high school Principal;” (2) ‘‘The high school Principal 
will issue a certificate of admission to college or a certificate of 
admission to college entrance examinations to such pupils as 
have attained a standing of 80% in the required subjects, and 
to such other pupils as are in his judgment properly qualified;’” 
(3) ‘‘A general course diploma shall be granted to those pupils 
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who shall have satisfactorily completed subjects aggregating 
sixty-four diploma. points equivalent in the judgment of the 
high school Principal to the subjects required and elective in 
‘the General Course, and if, thereafter, any such pupil shall have 
‘completed the subjects required and elective for any one of the 
‘other courses, the diploma thus earned shall be granted. The 
‘arrangement of the pupils’ work under this plan shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the high school Principal.” . 


_ It will be observed that the first of the above in effect places 
final responsibility for an unusually large amount of work being 
undertaken by a pupil upon the high school Principal. It is 
“improbable that he will need to consider frequently whether 
pupils are fitted to carry more work than is usually considered 
the maximum, but since it occasionally happens that pupils 
are stimulated beyond their strength, and since the High School 
is responsible, it is well frankly to accept the obligation. 


_. The second regulation raises the standard for certification 
for college entrance without examination, and for college en- 
trance examinations where they are required, from 75% to 80%, 
and permits the Principal to use his best: judgment in excep- 
tional cases. The last clause does not weaken the force of the 
higher standing required by the first, but it enables equity to 
be practiced in the rare cases. There are a few boys and girls 
who would be greatly benefited by going to college and who, 
with the liberal scheme of electives that is sometimes found, 
should be able to pass in the usual total of undergraduate work, 
but who cannot for various good reasons meet a prescribed test 
for entrance. 


The third regulation enables a pupil to graduate with his 
elass and then in the following year to complete the course 
fitting for college, technical school or other higher institution. 
The requirements in quantity for graduation from our High 
School include only the minimum which can reasonably be ex- 
pected to justify the school authorities in granting the high 
school diploma. The requirements for entering college are 
higher in quantity and quality, as they should be. Pupils 
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always wish to be graduated with the class in which they are 
enrolled on entering the High School. This feeling is natural 
and commendable. Some, however, ought not to undertake 
to complete the college preparatory work in four years, either 
as a matter of health or of scholarship. Under this rule a few 
pupils each year will be relieved of undue strain and will be 
encouraged to do work of higher quality. 


Pupits GoING TO OTHER SCHOOLS 


Every year some pupils leave our High School to enter pri- 
vate schools and academies. That this is true is no discredit 
to.our teaching force or to. the conduct of the High School. It 
may result from the parents’ wish to have children graduate 
from their own alma mater, a wise desire to supply the training 
of living under circumstances where the activities of the entire 
twenty-four hours in each day are carefully supervised, an am- 
bition to have children enter college with some additional pres- 
tige, or a feeling that benefit may come from a complete change 
of environment. So far as the quality of scholarship is con- 
cerned, we have reports on file for all pupils who have entered 
private institutions from our High School and have been in- 
terested in noting that the rank attained is usually not essen- 
tially different from that with us. Moreover, the testimony of 
college authorities is to the effect that the best college records 
are made by graduates of public high schools and not by grad- 
uates of private schools. ‘‘ With the announcement of the list 
of scholarship winners at Harvard comes the annual indictment 
of the academic work that is done by the private schools of the 
country. As usual, the graduates of the public high schools 
have carried away a surprising majority of the honors........ 
From the standpoint of the private school the situation this 
fall is even worse than it was last fall.’’ ‘Be the explanation 
what it may, it is a fact that the academies produce athletes 
for Harvard and the public schools produce scholars.’’—Edi- 
torial in Transcript, December 16, 1911. 


Undoubtedly, there are advantages in some private schools 
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which the public high school cannot furnish, but I venture to 
suggest that for the largest benefit to the average boy or girl, 
preparation for college in the public high school, with a year 
or two in post graduate study or travel after the college course 
has been completed, is practically certain to give a broader 
education at no greater expense of money or time than a year 
or two in the private school before going to college. In other 
words, if a choice must be made between one course including 
the High School, the private school, and the college, and another, 
including the High School, the college and one or two additional 
years of travel or study, the latter is far better in most cases. 


Hiegu ScuHoout ATHLETICS 


The records made by the boys’ athletic teams during the last. 
year have not been so good as usual. This is to be regretted, 
but possibly there are some compensations in the consideration 
that an unbroken line of victories may disturb the proper ad- 
justment of school work and play by unduly glorifying the lat- 
ter. It is some satisfaction, too, to feel that the conduct of the 
high school athletics has been improved by closer supervision 
and the average class standings of members of the teams has 
been raised somewhat. 


During the season of 1911 the girls’ basket ball team was 
permitted for the first time to play a series of games with other 
schools to which the public was admitted. This was regarded 
as experimental, and no unfavorable conclusions have seemed 
sufficiently evident to justify discontinuing the plan. Person- 
ally, while I cordially sympathize with the enthusiasm shown 
by the girls for their team, and am proud of their standing as 
the undisputed champions of Eastern Massachusetts for the 
season of 1911, I cannot quite feel that the positive judgment 
of many physicians against interscholastic games should not 
be followed. 

The assignment of a high school teacher to take charge of 
the boys’ practice and games has on the whole been advan- 
tageous. It was not intended thereby to supply a professional 
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coach and in this light has not met some unfounded expecta- 
tions. Possibly it may seem wise some day to engage a man 
as Supervisor of Physical Training on full time so that a greater. 
measure of expert direction may be possible. At present this 
seems hardly warranted. 


Morau INSTRUCTION 


Lest it may appear that the school is organized purely for 
mental and manual training, it may be well to suggest that no 
pupil can attend school for a period of years and not thereby 
be as well trained in conduct and morals as in other respects. 
School attendance requires regularity and punctuality. The 
school discipline inculcates respect for authority and obedience. 
Almost every subject has its specific though unconscious moral 
training; for example, physiology and hygiene teach respect 
for the body, self control, and the punishment which follows 
the violation of natural law; history shows the evils which 
follow errors in the lives of nations and of individuals; mathe- 
matics requires patience and thoroughness; and reading and the 
sciences cultivate the open mind. Illustrations could be mul- 
tiplied. Perhaps these are sufficient. Then, too, the associa- 
tion with other pupils under supervision upon the playground 
and in the school rooms brings lessons of thoughtfulness, of 
justice, and of democracy. Finally, not to spend too much time 
on this topic, the influence of the conscientious teacher, sym- 
pathetic but firm, has, it is safe to say, been more potent in 
creating good citizens and thinking men and women than any 
other single factor,save the influence of the father and mother, 
in the lives of most pupils. Moral instruction has not been 
reduced to a practicable graded outline, but it is given and its 
effects are evident in the general good conduct of the vast 
majority of our fellow citizens. 


CO-OPERATION OF PARENTS 


Very little knowledge of children is sufficient to convince 
anyone that their wise direction during the years when they are 
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in school is a difficult task. That the results, as seen in their 
after lives, are on the whole good, is a testimony to the,wisdom 
of a belief that the sum of all the influences that affect mankind 
is for the better. Among the influences of these years, the 
school and the home are of prime importance. But to be in 
the highest degree effective they must work together. This 
involves acquaintance of parents with the teachers and with 
the school work, and a sympathetic understanding by the teach- 
ers of the problems of the home. In various ways, particularly 
through the Mothers’ Association, Parents’ Days, pupils’ re- 
ports, and public meetings of the School Committee, this co- 
operation is fostered in our schools and I am desirous that its 
benefits ‘may be fully realized. I feel sure that our teachers 
are eager to know the parents’ point of view, and I am certain 
that a frank exchange of ideas between teachers and parents 
has been found mutually helpful. Occasional sharp criticism, 
the result of real interest, is not objectionable, since it gives to 
the school authorities a new point of view and requires them 
to justify or to change their methods. It must be admitted, 
however, that criticisms are often so conflicting as to indicate 
that the schools are apparently pursuing the judicious mean 
between two extremes. As an instance of this, some of our 
friends are certain that too little is required in the schools, 
while others are equally positive that the pupils’ burden is too 
great. Such differences in view are signs of a belief in the 
schools, and of an acceptance of partial responsibility by the 
parent. It will be unfortunate if we are not told of supposed 
faults, because it will mean that we are out of touch with our 
co-laborers.. Lest these statements be misunderstood, let me 
add that discriminating commendation is equally helpful and 
is often heard. 


HomME Strupy 


Under existing conditions it is necessary that lessons shall 
be assigned for home work in grade six and thereafter. It is 
expected that these lessons will daily require from one-half to 
one hour in grade six, from one to one and one-half hours in 
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grades seven, eight, and nine, and from two to four hours in the: 
High School. The opinion is sometimes expressed that the: .. 
entire time out of school hours should be left free for fresh air’ 
and such outside lessons as are desired by many parents. Pos-_ 
sibly it might be well if the school work could be done entirely _ 
under the direction of the teacher, but with large classes and_ 
fairly short school hours this is impossible. Furthermore, it 
would probably result in lessening the already scant knowl- 
edge of many parents of their children’s school work, and im 
depriving pupils of a sense of responsibility which is often too 
slight. At the ages when children are in school, the school _ 
work is, generally speaking, their particular business. There 
is danger that this fact may be forgotten or overlooked. 


In previous reports the suggestion has been made that pupils 
should have a definite time and place for home study. It may 
be added that nothing should be permitted to interfere with 
this study. Pupils should be required to keep regular hours, 
should be wisely directed in their amusements, and should have 
few engagements for other things than study or ordinary recrea- — 
tion on school days. The work of many pupils frequently 


suffers by reason of participation in entertainments during _ 
the school week. It would be well for parties to be given on 


Friday and Saturday evenings and for pupils in school not to. 
take part in entertainments requiring frequent rehearsals, 
which are certain to be fatiguing and temporarily to interfere 
with their progress. Work that is not done with the class is. 
seldom entirely made up. 


MepicaL_ INSPECTION 


The law upon which this important feature of our responsi--_ . 


bilities is based is mandatory. It provides: “‘The School | uae 
Committee of every city and town shall cause every child ine” 
the public schools to be separately and carefully tested and | 


examined at least once in every school year to ascertain whether: 
he is suffering from defective sight. or hearing or from any other > 
disability or ‘defect tending to prevent his receiving the full 
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benefit of his school work, or requiring a modification of the 
school work in order to prevent injury to the child or to secure 
the best educational results.”” Section 5, chapter 502, Acts of 
1906. In accordance with the spirit of this Act you have au- 
thorized and approved the employment of a School Physician 
and a School Nurse. Their success has been greatly assisted 
iby the cooperation of the local dentists and physicians, who 
have attended conferences with the School Physician, the School 
‘Nurse, and the Superintendent, and have assisted in formulat- 
ing definite outlines, approved by you, for the conduct and 
guidance of this work. We may take pride in the knowledge 
that in this entire matter, fraught as it is with possibilities of 
friction, there has been almost a minimum of differences of 
‘opinion and a sum total of accomplishment that means vastly 
healthier and happier future mén and women. 


The full reports, exhibits 1X and X, give interesting details. 
‘The total number of children examined includes all examina- 
‘tions made, many children being seen often and others not 
more than once. The particular value of the medical inspection 
consists not only in detecting and in reporting defects, but also 
in the almost daily inspection of children with its opportunities 
for checking unfavorable conditions and for emphasizing the 
importance of cleanliness and health. For example, the School 
Nurse has discouraged the habit of wearing sweaters in school 
rooms and has greatly stimulated the proper care of the teeth. 


REARRANGEMENT OF GRADES 


“The enrolment in the sixth grades for 1911-1912 required 
zn additional teacher and it seemed advisable to change the 
¢ssignment to buildings. Instead of having all the sixth grades 
in the Prince, as was the case until recently, or all in the Prince 
save one in the Chapin, as in 1910-1911, one has been placed 
ain the Chapin, two in the Prince, one in the Washington, and 
one. in the Wyman. This arrangement has prevented the 
seating of boys and girls in separate rooms, and may interfere 
-somewhat with the plan of dividing the grade into two general 
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divisions, one advanced, but it has the advantages of keeping the 
pupils in the school in the home district for an additional year, 
and of enabling the sixth grade to have two sessions. It is 
undoubtedly better for younger pupils not to be obliged to 
travel so far to school as was the case when all the sixth grades 
were in the Prince building, and whatever the merits of a singie 
session may be for the upper grammar grades and the High 
School, two sessions are better in the lower grades as a matter 
of instruction and of health. 


ScHooL Hours 


After some discussion and experiments as to the best school 
hours for two session buildings, they have been fixed at 8.30 
to 11.45 a.m.and1.15to3 p.m. This seems an improvement 
over the previous custom, in that more time is left afternoons 
for play out of doors and for lessons in music and dancing, 
heretofore a cause of frequent requests for dismissals which, 
under your rules, had to be refused. As now arranged, our 
school hours seem as short and as convenient as is consistent 
with the best interests of the pupils’ school work. 


THE SELECTION OF TEACHERS 


In filling vacancies the problem is to find teachers who for 
the salaries paid seem likely to prove satisfactory. In the office 
of the Superintendent of Schools is a file containing teachers’ 
applications with references. After a careful examination, a 
selection is made of the most promising candidates. These 
are inspected at their regular work by the Superintendent and, 
in the case of vacancies in the Wadleigh Grammar School and 
the High School, usually also by the Principal. The impres- 
sions thus gained are verified by conferences with the officials 
of the schools visited and by confidential statements from re- 
sponsible persons acquainted with the teachers’ work. The 
final judgment of the Superintendent and Principal, if both 
have participated in the search, is submitted to the School 
Committee with all available data. If the evidence seems fairly 
conclusive, the election follows. 
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In this matter three things may be noted: the new teacher is 
visited at work, often by two persons; an investigation is 
made of her record;: and the data accumulated must be sufficient 
to justify the School Committee in accepting the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent. It is not to be supposed that 
mistakes will not be made, but with the care taken they should 
be infrequent. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


Teachers should be paid a living wage. Without attempting 
an exhaustive analysis, the term may fairly include the following 
items: (1) the cost of board, room, clothes, books, and reason- 
able recreation; (2) a moderate saving; (3) usual sickness.and 
misfortune. From the administrative standpoint fair salaries 
are important for two other reasons: (1) to secure and to re- 
tain good teachers; (2) to obtain continuous and increasing 
efficiency by financial recognition of good work and by remoy- 
ing anxiety about making ends meet. 


Our salaries are not the lowest in this section, but they are 
not so good as in some neighboring communities, and the cost 
of living is higher than in most places. It is not necessary to 
adduce any figures. Anyone who has experience in paying 
bills can easily see that the margin between necessary expendi- 
tures and present maximum salaries must usually be small. 
In your last report you stated your conviction that a general 
- inerease in teachers’ salaries is desirable and your intention to 
raise the maxima this year. These are now $675 and $850 in 
the grades and the High School, respectively. I trust that 
you may be able to carry out your plans and I beg to suggest 
that whatever action is taken should not be regarded as other 
than temporary.

ae GENERAL USE oF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The proposition that school buildings should be more largely 
used outside of school hours to further the general civic and 
educational welfare of the community is sound, but in its appli- 
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cation inevitable limitations of fitness and equipment must be 
remembered. Your invariable practice for several years has 
been to grant the use of available rooms to responsible parties 
without other charge than the actual cost of heating, lighting, 
and janitor service. A partial list of such HSSUnS during the 
present school year may be of interest. 


Chapin. The summer school conducted by the Fortnightly. 


Wadleigh. The Education Committee of the Fortnightly, one 
evening each week in the sewing and special recitation rooms. 


High School. The Deliberative Assembly on the third Tues- 
day evening of each month in the Assembly Hall. The Mothers’ 
Association on the second Wednesday afternoon of each month 
in the Assembly Hall. Cooking classes of the Mothers’ Asso- 
ciation every Wednesday afternoon in the cooking room. The 
meetings of the Home Economics, Art, and Literature Commit- 
tees of the Fortnightly in the library and Assembly Hall. 
Meetings of the Teachers’ Association in the gymnasium and 
Assembly Hall. Receptions by the Mothers’ Association to 
parents and teachers in the Assembly Hall. A teachers’ class 
in physical training every Tuesday evening in the gymnasium. 
Meetings by the Visiting Nurse Association in the library and the 
cooking room. Other meetings not regularly scheduled. It 
must also be noted that you have voted to permit the use of 
the buildings, subject to the usus' conditions, by evening 
classes to he organized under the direction of the People’s 
League for the social, physical, and educational welfare of the 
young people of the town and that the preliminary meetings 
have been held in the library. 

It is apparent that our buildings are in use about as much as 
they can be, unless considerable expenditures are authorized 
by the Town for equipment and instruction in educational and 
civic work not now undertaken. 


CARE OF ScHOOL BUILDINGS 


In previous reports comment as to the care of the school 
buildings has been uniformly complimentary. In comparison 
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with other places and considering the total expenditure, our 
janitor service has been better than is frequently found. This 
is the simple fact, but it is also true that the standard of clean- 
liness has risen and that we should no longer be satisfied with 
what seemed excellent even a few years ago. In general terms, 
it may be said that we have thought that school rooms should 
be kept as clean as possible at a minimum cost. In practice, 
for example, our rooms have usually been swept and dusted 
twice each week, windows have been cleaned twice each year, 
and a general cleaning has been given during the summer vaca- 
tion. Without mentioning the many other items of work, it 
must be seen that so far as floors, windows, and general cleaning 
are concerned, this plan does not insure conditions equivalent 
to what would be regarded as endurable in a well regulated 
home, or permissible in a high class store. It seems certain 
that the standard for school rooms should be as high as for the 
usual home or the best stores. This ideal is considerably be- 
yond what can be done at present, but an advance may be made 
by providing for sweeping and dusting each room at least four 
times each week and for cleaning windows three times yearly. 
An increase of one hundred, and fifty per cent, respectively, in the 
work done will improve the appearance of our rooms to a much 
greater degree than this per cent of additional work may seem 
to imply, will make them more healthful, and will establish 
standards for the future guidance of pupils. 


INSPECTION OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


In order to secure expert advice as to the elimination of fire 
hazards, a thorough examination has been made of our school 
buildings by courtesy of Mr. Roland E. Simonds. 


Report of the inspection made May 19, 1911, of the Win- 
chester School Buildings, and suggestions for improving the 
fire protection in same: 
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School Committee, 
Winchester, Mass. 


GENTLEMEN :— 


In general I found the school buildings in excellent condition, 
the waste material well taken care of, and the general order 
and neatness excellent. 


GENERAL: 


Chemical extinguishers should be provided for each school 
building and placed in an available position on the first floor, 
preferably near the main entrance, and teachers should be in- 
structed in their use. 


HIGH SCHOOL: 


Cover the insides and tops of the inflammable flues extending 
from basement to attic with fireproof material. 

Cover smoke pipe from coal stove in cooking room with as- 
bestos. 

Provide outside shut-off for gas. 

Remove chairs, dumb bells and all combustible material from 
fan room in basement. 

Cover table near blow pipes in drawing room with asbestos. 

Place chemical extinguisher in main hallway near entrance. 


WADLEIGH: 


Keep all cloths out of closet in sloyd room. 

Provide grate in chimney for burning rubbish. 

Give more attention to keeping sloyd lumber room clean. 
Provide covers for waste cans. 

Clean up attic. 


CHAPIN: 


Cover steam pipes in closet with asbestos. 
Clean out supply closet second floor. 
_ Remove waste wood, papers, etc., in attic. 
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GIFFORD: 
Provide covers for waste cans. 
Clean out wood, etc., under stairs in basement and permit 
nothing to be stored there. 
i. Use care as to wood:in boiler room. 
HIGHLAND: 


Cover ceiling’ in front of and over furnace with plaster on wire 
lath. 5 ists | 
Provide hose connection and hose near furnace in basement. 
“Clean up cellar and keep waste wood piled up in order. 


MYSTIC? 


Clean out under stairs. 
Keep waste material burned up. 


PRINCE: 
Remove waste wood in attic and basement. 
- Use care as to wood in boiler room. 
RUMFORD: 
Keep waste cans away from wooden partition. 
Remove boards stored in attic. . 
WASHINGTON: | 
Keep waste cans away from partitions. 
Clean out bottom of air shaft. 
Move alcohol bottle from near lamp on second floor. 
WYMAN: 


Clean out rubbish under stairs in basement, boys’ side, and 
allow nothing to be put there. 
Clean out waste wood in attic.

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The suggestions given have all been: followed except two, 
“the one referring to the inflammable flues in the High School, 
the other to the hose connection near the furnace in the High- 
land.’

REPAIRS 


You recently invited the members of the Appropriations 
Committee to inspect the school buildings. An entire school 
day was given to this trip, of which the only part that was not 
work was a delightful luncheon prepared and served by one of 
the high school classes in cooking. I was impressed by the 
interest shown by these business men in keeping the school 
properties in good condition and by their expressions in favor 
of more and larger repairs than you have considered possible. 
There is no doubt that many things should be done without 
delay, but one feature seems of special importance. 

As usual, many repairs have been made, but the sum availa- 
ble has been so needed for imperative repairs that painting has 
been neglected. At present the Chapin, Gifford, Highland, and 
Rumford buildings are almost, if not quite, shabby outside, 
and the cornice of the High School is badly peeled. These 
should be given attention. Within, the Gifford, Washington, 
and Highland, in particular, need refinishing this year and 
other buildings should be similarly treated next. The exterior 
painting is necessary to preserve the buildings as well as to 
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keep them worthy of the Town. The interior painting is neces- 
sary to lighten the rooms, to make them more healthful, and 
to assist in making the place of study more attractive. It is 
well to remember that children do not learn entirely from books 
and teachers, but also from their surroundings. We cannot 
be proud of the dingy walls of many rooms in our buildings. 


HIGHLAND ScHoou Lor 


At the last Town Meeting a special appropriation was made 
to improve the Highland School lot. This work was done in 
accordance with plans made by Mr. Ralph Vinal. It consisted 
of regrading, seeding, and new walks. The appearance of the 
property has been greatly improved and when the work is 
completed in the spring the grounds will be in harmony with 
the locality. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The rules and regulations under which the schools are ad- 
ministered have been revised and are published for the first 
time in several years. Those who are interested in the conduct 
of the schools should read them. 


EXHIBITS 


The various exhibits appended to this report have been com- 
piled for the purpose of furnishing definite information. Ref- 
erence has been made to most of them. For the others atten- 
tion is called to the following items of particular-interest. 

Exhibit VIII, school savings, shows that by the end of the 
sixth grade in school approximately 55% of all pupils have 
begun an account in a regular savings bank and that this is due 
largely to the inspiration gained in school. 

Exhibits XII and XI, for the census and truancy, give valu- 
able data, particularly for comparison with previous years. 

In exhibit XIV, the average cost of instruction has been 
calculated in several ways to answer possible questions. 
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The calendar for 1912-1913 has been arranged to provide 2 
slightly shorter school year. Schools will open later than usual 
in September, 1912, and will close fairly early in June, 1913. 


Mr. Rospert C. MrtTcaur 


The schools of Winchester and the cause of education have 
lost a sympathetic friend and a valued counsellor in the death 
of ex-Superintendent Metcalf. In recognition of his service 
and with the hope that the inspiration of his life might be given 
a worthy place in their memories, special exercises were held 
for the pupils in the Wadleigh Grammar School and the High 
School. The books in grade libraries purchased through the 
Metcalf Fund established to extend a phase of school work in 
which he was especially interested will continue his influence 
in our schools. We shall miss him because he loved the 
children and because he helped all of us to do our work better.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


SECTION ‘I 
ORGANIZATION 


1. The annual meeting for the organization of the School 
Committee shall be held on the second Thursday in March at 
7.30 p. m. 

2. At this meeting the Committee shall elect a chairman who 
shall hold office one year, or until his successor is chosen. 


SECTION II 
MEETINGS OF THE COMMITTEE 


1. Regular meetings shall be held on the second Thursday 
of every month at 7.30 p. m. 

2. Special meetings shall be called at the request of any mem- 
ber of the Committee or of the Superintendent of Schools. 

3. At all meetings of the Committee two members shall 
constitute a quorum. 


SECTION III 
EXPENDITURES 


1. Unless otherwise ordered by the Committee, the Superin- 
tendent shall authorize the purchase of books and supplies 
within the limit of the appropriation available for that purpose. 

2. The secretary shall certify the Committee’s approval of 
any regular monthly payroll, unless otherwise ordered, and at 
the first subsequent meeting of the Committee he shall present 
it for inspection. 
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3. For all school expenses other than the payroll, bills pre- 
viously examined and approved by the person authorized to 
contract the same shall be presented to the Committee for 
consideration and shall not be certified except by vote of the 
School Committee. The normal payroll, not including pay- 
ments made to substitute teachers, shall be certified by the 
School Committee for transmission to the Town Auditor be- 
fore the beginning of the school year, and as new teachers shall 
be engaged or as regular salaries shall be changed. 


SECTION IV 


APPOINTMENT OF TEACHERS AND SALARIES 


1. At the regular May meeting of the Committee the elec- 
tion of teachers shall take place; and appointments then made 
shall hold for one year, beginning the following September 
first unless sooner annulled. 

2. Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the 
Superintendent subject to the approval of the Committee at 
its next meeting. ) 

3. No person shall be elected to teach in the High School 
unless a graduate of a college or qualified by at least two years’ 
teaching of High School studies. 

4. No person shall be elected to teach a grammar or primary 
school unless a graduate of a normal school or qualified by at 
least two years of teaching. 

5. No person shall receive an appointment to a kinder- 
garten who has not taken a course of at least one year at a kin- 
dergarten normal school. No person shall be elected principal 
of a kindergarten who is not a graduate of a kindergarten nor- 
mal school and further qualified by at least two years’ experience 
as a kindergartner. 

6. Within ten days after the date of election, teachers shall 
give the secretary written notice of their acceptance or non- 
acceptance of employment. If such notice is not received at 
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the end of ten days, it shall be considered a declination on the 
part of the teacher, and the Committee at any subsequent 
meeting may elect another teacher. Election and acceptance 
shall be subject to the provisions of the laws of the Common- 
wealth that the School Committee may dismiss from employ- 
ment any teacher whenever it thinks proper. On the teacher’s 
part an acceptance shall be binding until the close of the next 
school year unless the teacher shall sooner be released by the 
Committee. It is understood that the Committee reserves the 
right during the school year to transfer a teacher from one 
school or grade to another, as the interests of the schools may 
demand. 


7. For any cause other than illness the Committee may re- 
quire from teachers four weeks’ written notice of a desire to 
terminate contracts of employment. Time included in vaca- 
tions shall not count as a part of the four weeks’ notice; and 
resignations to take effect in May or in June will not be accepted 
except for physical inability to teach. 


8. Teachers absent on account of sickness, or for other 
equally good reason, shall be paid in full for three days each 
school year, and thereafter during each day’s absence one- 
six hundredth of their annual salary; provided, however, that 
such total absence on account of illness with pay does not ex- 
ceed one month during the teacher’s first year of service, two 
months during the second year of service and three months 
during the third or subsequent year of service. 


9. Unless otherwise ordered by the Committee, the compen- 
sation of teachers, school physician, school nurse, and truant 
officers shall be paid in ten equal instalments, one on the first 
Wednesday of every month, except August and September, and 
except that for the months of December and June the payment 
shall be made on the last school day of the month. The Super- 
intendent, the clerk, and the janitors, and such teachers as may 
so prefer shall be paid every month in twelve equal monthly 
instalments. 
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SECTION V 


ScHooL YEAR AND SESSIONS 


1. The school year shall consist of forty weeks, divided into 
four quarters. There will be suspension of school every Satur- 
day, every legal holiday, and the day after Thanksgiving. 
The arrangement of the school calendar shall be determined each 
year by the School Committee. Whenever a legal holiday 
occurs on Sunday, the day following shall be a holiday. 

2. The High and Wadleigh schools shall have one daily 
session five hours in length with a recess of twenty-five minutes. 

3. Other schools shall daily have two sessions of approxi- 
mately three and two hours, respectively, with a recess of fifteen 
minutes in the morning and of ten minutes in the afternoon, but 
the primary grades may be dismissed earlier than the other 
grades. 

4, In very stormy weather a no-session signal may be given 
under the direction of the Superintendent. 

5. By consent of the Superintendent, and under his direc- 
tion, teachers may be absent from their respective schools two 
days each year to observe the discipline and instruction of 
other teachers. 


SECTION VI 


THE SUPERINTENDENT 


1. At the regular meeting in May, or whenever a vacancy 
occurs, the Committee shall elect a Superintendent of Schools 
who shall also be secretary of the School Committee. His 
term of office shall begin upon the first of August following un- 
less otherwise provided by vote of the Committee, and shall 
continue for one year or until his successor shall have been ap- 
pointed. 

2. The Superintendent shall be the advisory and executive 
officer of the School Committee and shall have the superintend- 
ence of all the public schools. He shall thoroughly acquaint 
himself with the school system, devote his whole time to the

schools and do the utmost to secure thoroughness of instruction, 
good discipline, and harmonious relations between teachers 
and parents. He shall direct the course of study in all depart- 
ments of the schools subject to the approval of the School Com- 
mittee, and shall recommend to the Committee such other 
action as conditions at any time may seem to require. He 
shall have regular office hours. 

3. He shall give advice to teachers regarding methods of 
organization, teaching and discipline, and shall hold them re- 
sponsible for efficiency in these respects. He shall report to 
the Committee any want of ability, qualifications, or faithful- 
ness on the part of employees of the school department that in 
his opinion require the personal attention or knowledge of the 
Committee. 

4. He shall keep himself informed of educational progress 
elsewhere for the purpose of bringing to the children of this 
town the best education practicable. 

5. He shall exercise suitable oversight of the schoolhouses, 
yards and appurtenances, the method of heating and ventilat- 
ing, and all arrangements affecting the health and comfort of 
teachers and pupils, and see that the janitors are efficient, 
prudent, and careful of the public interests in their hands. 

6. He shall keep a record of the names and qualifications of 
persons applying for the position of teacher and shall recommend 
teachers to the Committee for election and assignment. 

7. He shall purchase and direct the distribution, at such 
times and in such quantities as shall be necessary, of books and 
supplies used in the schools. _ : 

8. He shall recommend to the School Committee text-books 
~and reference books, apparatus for the laboratories and paste 
school equipment. Si 

9. He shall arrange the classification, promotion, and trans- 
fer of pupils and may at his discretion institute written or oral 
tests of classes or individual pupils. 

10. He shall supervise the work of the truant officer, jani- 
tors, school physician, and school nurse, subject to the approval 
of the Committee. 
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11. He shall make written monthly and annual reports, the 
latter of which shall be published with the annual report of the 
Committee. 

12. As secretary, he shall keep a permanent record of all the 
proceedings of the Committee and shall file in his office all 
papers relating to the schools and to the business of the Com- 
mittee. 

13. He shall give due notice to each member of the Com- 
mittee of every meeting and shall call special meetings when 
duly requested to do so. 

14. He shall transmit to members of the Committee, teach- 
ers, and other persons, copies of votes, resolutions or documents 
necessary for their guidance unless otherwise ordered by the 
Committee. , ; 

15. He shall keep an orderly set of books showing in detail 
ali the financial transactions of the School Department; shall 
render at every regular meeting of the Committee a detailed 
written statement of the finances of the department; shall 
prepare all pay rolls; and shall audit all duly authorized bills 
of expenditure and present, them for approval by the School 
Committee. 7 

16. He shall affix the Committee’s certificate of approval to. 
all payrolls and duly approved bills, and shall forward them in 
proper form to the Town Auditor. 

._ 17. He shall attend all the meetings of the Committee, but 
shall not be present while the election of Superintendent is. 
under consideration. 

18. He shall perform such other duties as the Committee 
may, from time to time, direct. In all matters where his duties 
are not definitely prescribed he shall exercise his discretion, 
subject to the approval of the Committee. 


SECTION VII 


) ‘TEACHERS , 

1. Teachers shall make themselves familiar with the rules, 
regulations and directions of the Committee and of the Super- 
intendent; and shall faithfully observe them and ‘carry them into. 
effect. a a 
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2. Every teacher in charge of a room or grade shall keep a 
school register in the form prescribed by law, accessible to the 
members of the Committee and to the Superintendent at every 
school session, shall return it to the Superintendent as he may ~ 
require, and shall also keep other records and make out reports 
as may be required. 

3. No teacher shall be absent from school, except when ill, 
without the permission of the Superintendent. 

4. All teachers are required to be in their respective school 
rooms fifteen minutes (in stormy or very cold weather twenty 
minutes) before school time. 

5. Teachers must give vigilant attention to the temperature 
and ventilation of the school rooms, keeping the temperature 
as near 68 degrees Fahrenheit as possible, and effectually 
changing the air at every recess by opening the windows at the 
close of every session and at intermediate times whenever 
necessary. They shall exercise proper care and authority to 
induce habits of cleanliness in their pupils, and in general shall 
‘use suitable means to promote health, good morals, and good 
manners among their pupils in the school rooms and elsewhere 
upon the school premises and in the immediate neighborhood, 
not only during school hours, but also on their way to and from 
school. 

6. Teachers shall exercise a firm and vigilant but kind and 
prudent discipline, avoiding indiscreet haste and using corporal 
punishment as a last resort only. Corporal punishment shall 
be administered only in the presence of the Principal or other 
teacher, and never given in the presence of any other pupil. 
It shall be administered in extreme cases only, and shall be 
limited to the use of the rattan upon the palm of the hand. A 
record of all cases of corporal punishment shall be kept by the 
teacher, and a report of the number of blows, severity, reason, 
-etc., as provided by blanks, shall be sent to the office of the 
Superintendent within twenty-four hours of the infliction of 
-such punishment. 

7. Inschools holding two daily sessions, teachers may detain 
pupils, for unsatisfactory lessons or deportment, five minutes 
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after a morning session and thirty minutes after an afternoon 
session. In schools that hold but one daily session the deten- 
tion period shall be limited to five minutes, but pupils may be 
required to return not earlier than 3 p. m. for a period not to 
exceed one hour. In rare cases, teachers may detain pupils at 
recess for discipline only, but before the close of the session 
shall give a recess to pupils so detained. 

8. For serious misconduct during a session teachers may 
send pupils home, by permission of the Principal, for the re- 
mainder of the session; but in every case of such dismissal the 
teacher in charge shall immediately notify the parent or guar- 
dian and the Superintendent of the circumstances of the case. 

9. In every instance-of absence or tardiness the teacher 
shall require of the parent or guardian, not later than the next 
session after the appearance of the pupil, a written statement or 
personal explanation of the cause of the absence or tardiness. 
Whenever a pupil has been absent or tardy three times without 
apparently good cause he may be required to bring from the 
Superintendent a written permit to remain a member of the 
school. 

10. Teachers shall daily report to the truant officer, on 
blanks provided for that purpose, the names and residences of 
all pupils who are known to be truants or who are absent from 
school under conditions which suggest the propriety of inquiry. 

11. No teacher shall send a pupil on an errand keeping him 
from school during school hours without the consent of the 
Principal, who may grant it in case of emergency only. 

12. Except in cases of sickness or other pressing emergency, 
no teacher shall dismiss a pupil before the appointed time for 
dismissal, without a written or personal request from the 
parent or guardian. No permanent request for dismissal shall 
be granted except by permission of the Superintendent. 

13. Teachers shall not allow pupils during school hours to 
answer the call of any person at the door, except of parents or 
guardians, unless the call appears to the teacher to be of urgent 
importance. 

14. Teachers shall allow no person notofficially connected 
with the schools to give instruction, or deliver a lecture, or 
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give a notice in a school witheut the permission of the Superin- 
tendent; nor without such consent shall circulars be distributed, 
tickets'or other articles be exhibited for sale, or contributions 
for any object be solicited by teachers or other persons. 

15. During school hours teachers shall decline to be inter- 
rupted by anyone with a prolonged interview and they shall 
not deviate from the regular school work in consequence of 
visits from persons not officially connected with the schools. 

16. ‘Teachers shall not accept presents from schools, classes, 
or individual pupils, nor shall they give or distribute presents 
or rewards to pupils. Christmas trees provided by the Com- 
mittee may be used in kindergartens and in the primary grades 
to display gifts made by the pupils-in their ordinary school 
work. | 

17. Unless excused by the Superintendent, teachers shall 
attend all meetings called by him and shall take such part in 
the meetings as he shall assign them. | 

18. Teachers shall immediately notify the Superintendent 
of injury to school property, beyond ordinary wear, inflicted 
by pupils, giving name of offender and of the parent or guardian. 
They also shall give to the Superintendent or to the Committee 
due notice of all other important matters relating to theirschools. 


SECTION VIII 


PRINCIPALS 


1. Principals shall exercise a general supervision over their 
respective schools. They shall enforce the rules and regula- 
tions of the Committee and see that the directions of the Super- 
intendent are observed. ‘They shall make and enforce rules 
for the proper care of the yards, halls and sanitaries connected 
with their schools and shall be held responsible for the cleanli- 
ness of the premises, for the general discipline of all pupils 
and for the proper care of all public property connected with 
the schools. They shall have a general supervision over the 


work of janitors and shall report to the Superintendent any - 


219 


unsatisfactory performance of janitors’ duties. They shall di- 
rect the fire alarm drill in their respective buildings once a 
month. 

2. Any Principal may suspend a pupil for sufficient cause 
but shall require the pupil to report to the Superintendent at 
his next office hour and shall also give to the parent or guardian 
and to the Superintendent immediate notice of the suspension 
and the cause thereof. The pupil shall not be reinstated with- 
out the written permission of the Superintendent except upon 
appeal from the decision of the ii shpat ovata and after a 
hearing by the Committee. +E 

3. Principals shall consult with the other teachers of their 
respective buildings for the purpose of ascertaining the needs 
of the schools and shall give to the Superintendent prompt 
notice of everything found to be necessary or desirable for the 
welfare thereof. at 

4. Gifts to schools must be approved by: the School Cann 
mittee before being accepted by a Principal. rest 

5. Principals must immediately report to the Superintend- 
ent or to the School Physician or the School Nurse all cases of 
pupils who are affected with diseases or eruptions of doubtful 
character, shall temporarily exclude such pupils while awaiting 
a decision, and shall enforce the directions given by the Super- 
intendent, the School Physician, or the School Nurse. 

6. Principals will be responsible for all books, apparatus 
and materials supplied to their schools, and at the end of every 
school year shall send an inventory thereof in required form to 
the Superintendent. They may require the assistance of their 
assistant teachers in the preparation of the inventory. No 
books or other property shall be destroyed until cieorienie 
ey the Superintendent. 

7. Principals shall enforce the law relating to the cael of 
Mit American flag: ‘The school committee of every city and 
town shall provide for each schoolhouse in which public schools 
are maintained and which is not otherwise supplied, a United 
States flag of silk or bunting not less than four feet in length, 
and suitable apparatus whereby such flag may be displayed on 
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the schoolhouse building or grounds every school day when 
the weather permits and on the inside of the schoolhouse on 
other school days.”” Failure to observe this law for a period of 
five consecutive days upon the part of the master or principal 
in charge of the school at the time shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than five dollars for each period of five days of 
such negligence, unless such failure is caused by the school 
committee in not providing the said master or principal with a 
flag, in which case the said penalty shall be imposed on those 
directly responsible for the failure so to supply the said master 
or principal. Said penalty shall be imposed by any court of 
competent jurisdiction within the commonwealth.” (Section 
50, Chap. 42, Revised Laws, as amended 1911). 


SECTION IX 


ScHoot PHYSICIAN AND ScHooLt NURSE 


1. At the regular meeting in May a School Physician and a 
School Nurse shall be elected to serve for one year or until their 
successors shall have been appointed. 

2. Their duties shall be to carry out the provisions of Chap- 
ter 502, Acts of 1906, as directed by the Superintendent of 
Schools with the approval of the School Committee. 


SECTION X 


PUPILS 


‘1. “A child who has not been vaccinated shall not be ad- 
mitted to a public school except upon presentation of a certi- 
ficate granted for cause stated therein, signed by a regular 
practising physician that he is not a fit subject for vaccination.” 
(Section 6, Chap. 44, Revised Laws, as amended 1907). 

2. ‘‘A child who is a member of a household in which a 
person is ill with smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, 
or any other infectious or contagious disease, or of a household 
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exposed to such contagion from another household as aforesaid, 
shall not attend any public school during such illness until the 
teacher of the school has been furnished with a certificate from 
the Board of Health of the city or town, or from the attending 
physician of such person, stating that danger of conveying such 
disease by such child has passed.”’ (Section 6, Chap. 44, Re- 
vised Laws, as amended 1907). 

3. No child affected with whooping cough shall be allowed 
to attend school. 

4. No child under four and one-half years of age before 
October first shall be admitted to a kindergarten and no child 
under five and a half years of age before October first shall be 
admitted to a primary school. 

5. During the first four weeks of the school year, Principals 
may admit pupils to the kindergarten or first primary grade 
upon application. After said four weeks pupils shall not be 
admitted except as provided by the Superintendent. 

6. During the first four weeks of the school year, Principals 
may admit pupils (1) to grades above the first primary and be- 
low the High School upon presentation of a promotion card in 
the form prescribed by the Superintendent; (2) to the High 
School upon presentation of a grammar school diploma. After 
said four weeks, holders of diplomas or promotion cards may 
be admitted as provided by the Superintendent. Pupils hold- 
ing discharge cards shall be admitted as may be provided by 
the Superintendent. 

7. Pupils shall attend school in the district where they re- 
side unless granted special permission by the Superintendent 
to attend elsewhere. Principals shall give the Superintendent 
prompt notice of every pupil discharged. 

8. Class and individual promotions shall be made under the 
direction of the Superintendent as may be approved by the 
Committee. 

9. Atthe completion of the grammar school course, diplomas 
may be awarded, upon recommendation of the grammar school 
Principal and the Superintendent, by vote of the Committee. 
Pupils admitted to the High School on trial on recommendation 
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of the grammar school Principal and the Superintendent may 
be awarded a grammar school diploma, after five months’ 
study in the High School, upon recommendation of the high 
school Principal and the Superintendent. 

10. Pupils who have completed an approved course of study 
in the High School may be awarded a diploma by the School 
Committee upon recommendation of the Principal and the 
Superintendent. 

11. Whenever a pupil removes from town, or on account of 
a change of residence or other cause is transferred to another 
school in this town, such pupil shall receive a discharge card in 
form prescribed by the Superintendent. 

12. Every pupil must come to school clean in person and 
dress and with clothing in proper repair. In case of neglect 
in this respect it shall be the duty of the teacher to require that 
the pupil be suitably prepared for school, sending such pupil 
home, if necessary, for that purpose. 

13. Any pupil whose indolence, inattention or inability 
seriously impedes his own welfare or the welfare of the class to 
which he belongs may be dropped from that class by the Princi- 
pal of the school, with the approval of the Superintendent, and 
transferred to a lower grade. 

14. Pupils shall attend the usual sessions. and pursue the 
usual exercises of their classes unless excused by the Superin- 
tendent. Except as provided in these rules and regulations, no 
pupil shall be excused for the purpose of receiving instruction 
elsewhere during school hours. 

15. Every pupil is expected to be regular and punctual in 
attendance; to go home quietly and promptly when dismissed; 
to be studious and respectful; to conform to all the regulations 
of the schools; and, in general, to observe the rules of proper 
conduct and to obey promptly every direction given by the 
teachers. 

16. Parents or guardians of pupils who accidentally or in- 
tentionally injure school property beyond natural and reasona- 
ble wear shall be liable to pay in full for the damage done. For 
intentional injury or defacement of school property, pupils 
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shall also be punished in proportion to the nature and extent 
of the offence and shall be liable to prosecution and punishment 
as provided by the laws of the Commonwealth. 

17. Books and other supplies loaned to the pupils are in- 
cluded in the term ‘‘school property”’ and shall not be taken 
from the room without the permission of the teacher. Marking 
books with pencil or ink shall be considered intentional injury. 
Supplies lost or misappropriated by pupils shall be paid for 
by the parent or guardian of such pupils at a fair valuation. 

18. No school or school organization shall engage in any 


. athletic contest with an out-of-town organization without the 


consent of the Superintendent, and then only when under the 
supervision and authority of a male instructor. All schedules 
for interscholastic games shall be approved by the School Com- 
mittee upon the recommendation of the high school Principal. 
No pupil shall take part, as a member of a school, in any ath- 
letic contest unless his school record in thirteen recitation hours 
of work during the current quarter, and also during the pre- 
ceding quarter, is at least ‘“‘passable.’”’ Pupils taking part in 
athletic contests must procure from the School Physician or 
from their family physician a certificate that they are physically 
qualified to engage in such contests. 

19. No pupil shall be allowed a choice of elective studies 
except under the advice of the Principal of the school and with 
the consent of the Superintendent. 


SECTION XI 
TRUANT OFFICERS 


1. At the annual meeting in May, or whenever necessary, 
a suitable number of truant officers shall be elected to serve 
for one year or until their successors shall have been appointed. 

2. They shall call daily at an appointed place to receive 
notices of truancy and shall call at every school in their respec- 
tive districts as may be required when schools are in session. 

3. They shall investigate every case of truancy or other un- 
lawful absence from school that is reported to them, or that 
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they discover, and shall see the parents or guardians of such 
absentees. 

4. They shall make the complaints contemplated by the 
laws of the Commonwealth relative to attendance and truancy. 

5. They shall prepare and keep a list of the factories, work- 
shops, and nercantile establishments of the town. They shall 
visit the same at least once each school term and shall make all 
other proper efforts to ascertain whether there be any violation 
of the public statutes relating to the employment of minors. 
They shall report every ascertained case of illegal employment 
to the School Committee, and to the Clerk of the Middlesex 
District Court. 

6. They shall keep an accurate record of all known viola- 
tions of the laws regarding school attendance and employment 
of minors, giving the names, ages and residences of the children 
concerned therein. They shall also keep such other records 
as the Committee or the Superintendent may direct. They shall 
make, in writing, monthly and annual reports of their doings. 

7. Annually, during the month of September, they shall 
ascertain and record the names, ages, residences, and such other 
information as may be designated by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, the School Committee or the Superintendent, of all per- 
sons between five and sixteen years of age, and of all minors 
over fourteen years of age, residing in Winchester on the first 
day of September, who cannot read at sight and write legibly 
simple sentences in the English language. 

8. They shall assist the teachers in enforcing the school 
regulations concerning contagious and infectious diseases and 
the directions of the School Physician and the School Nurse. 

9. They shall assist in the preparation and delivery of sup- 
plies to the different schools as required by the Superintendent. 


SECTION XII 


JANITORS 


1. The janitors shall be appointed at the regular meeting 
in May to serve for one year from the next July first or until 
their successors shall have been chosen. 
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2. School buildings, including school rooms, entries, corri- _ 
dors and stairways, shall be swept thoroughly twice a week, 
and oftener when necessary to keep them in good condition. 
The school rooms shall be aired while being swept. 

3. All the furniture, windows, walls, blinds, etc., shall be 
dusted as often as is necessary to keep them in good condition. 

4. All windows and outside doors must be locked except 
during school hours. 

5. Fires shall be made when needed, and at the time for 
opening the schools the rooms shall be heated to a temperature 
of 65 degrees Fahrenheit. Proper attention shall be given to 
the fires during the day. 

6. Janitors shall see that the fuel is properly delivered and 
economically used. They shall report promptly to the Super- 
intendent all deliveries of fuel to the different school buildings. 

7. All basements shall be kept in good order. Ashes shall 
be removed whenever necessary, and shall be used about the 
buildings when needed. 

8. In every building, windows, desks, and all woodwork 
shall be cleaned during the summer vacation. Floors shall be 


_ washed as may be required throughout the school year. Floors 


shall be oiled as required, and the chalk troughs and blackboards 
shall be cleaned once a week. Janitors shall superintend such 
additional cleaning as shall be ordered and paid for by the 
Committee. 

9. The school yards shall be kept in good order throughout 
the year. Proper use of hose and lawnmower must be made. 
The sidewalks and the paths’ must be kept clear of snow and 
covered with suitable material when icy. Every effort must 
be made to render the schoolhouse surroundings attractive. 

10. Precaution shall be taken throughout the year to avoid 
accidents from fire, frost, wind, water, ice, and snow. 

11. All the sanitaries shall be inspected daily and shall be 
kept in good condition. Any improper use of them shall be 
reported to the Principal of the building. 

12. Plants cultivated in the school buildings shall receive 
proper care between Friday night and Monday morning and 
during short vacations. 
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13. Janitors shall instruct Principals how to regulate the 
heating and ventilating apparatus, and shall report to the Princi- 
pals any waste of heat or other failure to use the apparatus 
properly. They shall visit every room once or more every 
session to ascertain the condition of ventilation and tempera- 
ture. 

14. They shall wind and regulate the clocks, and under the 
direction of the Superintendent shall have them repaired when- 
ever necessary. 

15. They shall display the school flags every school day on 
the flag pole when the weather is suitable, otherwise inside, 
and on every legal holiday. 

16. They shall assume the general care and oversight of the 
buildings and grounds at all times and shall report to the 
Superintendent all needed repairs or other matters relating 
to the proper condition of the premises. 

17. They shall make necessary and desirable small repairs 
and improvements, the Town furnishing material therefor. 

18. They shall perform other reasonable duties relating to 
the yards or buildings at the request of the Superintendent or 
Principals. 

19. Every person performing janitor’s services shall abstain 
from smoking and profane language in or about the school 
premises, and from intoxicating liquor, as a beverage, in any 
place. 


SECTION XIII 


MISCELLANEOUS REGULATIONS 


1. No school shall be opened for the admission of pupils 
except by one of the teachers. 

2. The exercises of every school shall begin and close at 
the prescribed hour. The morning session shall be opened with — 
the reading from the Bible without comment, and repeating 
the Lord’s Prayer. 
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3. Lessons assigned to classes below the High School to be 
learned out of school shall be such as pupils of average ability 
in the seventh, eighth, and ninth grades can learn within one 
and one-half hours, and in the sixth grade within one hour. 


SECTION XIV 


AMENDMENTS 


The rules may be amended by two-thirds vote of the whole 
Committee at any regular meeting, provided such amend- 
ment has been proposed in writing at a previous regular meet- 
ing, or by a unanimous vote, without previous notice, at any 
meeting.

Report of a Committee Appointed to Confer with the 


Board of Assessors Regarding the Town Valuation. 


This Committee was appointed at the last annual Town 
Meeting, under the following vote: 

“Voted, That a Committee of three citizens be ap- 
pointed by the Moderator, to consider the valuation 
of the Town and to confer with the Board of Assessors 
regarding the same, and report to some future Town 
Meeting. Any vacancy occurring on the Committee 
may be filled by the remaining members.”’ 

Assessors are public officials, acting wholly under authority 
of the statutes,and required to take the following oath of office: 

TMs Lec tigtc ea pes do swear that I will truly and impartially, 
according to my best skill and judgment, assess and apportion 
all such taxes as I may during that time assess; that I will 
neither overvalue nor undervalue any property subject to 
taxation, and that I will faithfully perform all duties of said 
office.” | 

This Committee was not made assistant Assessors. There 
is @ provision of law by which a town may have assistant As- 
sessors. No executive authority or duties were devolved upon 
this Committee. 

The work and duties of the Assessors are defined in their 
oath of office. Each man swears to ‘‘truly and impartially, 
according to my best skill and judgment, assess,” etc. Mani- 
festly this Committee must not hinder, obstruct or interfere 
with the Assessors in the performance of what they are sworn 
to do. The Committee carefully considered what it might be 
expected to do and what it could lawfully undertake. 

The Committee gave study to the valuation of the Town, as 
disclosed in the Assessors’ reports, forming a part of the Annual 


a 
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“Town reports for some years past, and then held meetings with 

the Assessors, attempting to advise with them as to such valu- 
ations in general, without discussing or interfering with the 
judgment of the Assessors in regard to any individual lists or 
estates. The Committee declared to the Assessors its general 
conclusions that all the real estate in the Town required a 
new valuation, and that every parcel of real estate should be 
viewed anew by the Assessors, and its valuation considered 
independently and with reference to all neighboring properties 
and to all sections of the Town: that in the belief of the Com- 
mittee certain districts of the Town were undervalued in the 
last assessment, and that other districts were overvalued; that | 
thereby the valuations had become disproportional and undue; 
that only by a new canvass of all the real properties, and a new 
consideration of the taxability of every citizen upon his per- 
sonal property, could justice and equality be obtained. In 
short, this Committee was of the opinion that the valuations of 
the Town were antiquated and inadequate and not proportional; 
and that by vigilant attention and study, great improvements 
in the results of a thorough and new assessment could be brought 
about. 

Insisting therefore upon new and radically fresh valuations, 
comparing each district with all other districts and with all 
other property, and considering the salability of all, the Com- 
mittee further advised that the Assessors should seek to ob- 
tain from the citizens a greater number of personal returns of 
properties. The Committee advised the sending of blanks for 
returns more freely and to the great number of our citizens, 
with personal efforts to obtain such returns, 

The Committee received from the Assessors every courtesy 
and such information as it requested, and is assured that some 
of its suggestions have been acted upon by the Assessors, but 
perhaps not all of them. It is aware of many new valuations, 
and believes that the Town has been more thoroughly reviewed 
in the current year than has been usual by the Assessors. How 
great the gains, total and relative, how successful the compara- 
tive adjustments, how far short of what might be counted 
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practicable and feasible the work of the Assessors may be re- 
garded, and how far their work may have been made to har- 
monize with the views and advices of this Committee, must be 
left for our citizens to estimate when they have placed before 
them the Annual Report of the Assessors of 1911.
